TRANSACT A LABOR AMOUNT OK ROU* 
TINK BUSINESS. 


The mayor and aldermen met in regu- 
lar session Monday eveniog Alderman 
riummer only being absent,. 

Tho records were read by the clerk 
and approved and a hearing was opened 
at 7 30 o’clock on the petition of the N. E. 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. for oole and 
wire locations on Washington street aud 
Highland avenue. 

Assistant ('tenoral Manager Win. J. 
Denver of the company said a relocation 
of the poles on Washington, between 
Auburn street, and the Wollosley .line, 
had been recommended by Mr. H. L. 
Hixby and from five to ten poles in ad- 
dition to tho seven 'y-four no w there were 
desired. 

On Highland avenue, between Alpine 
aud Murray stroets. the comp uiv wanted 
to locate about five new poles and 
removo two old trues. The subscribers 
now on the avenue were reached by 
wires fastened to the trees which was 
not desirable, either for the company or 
the city. The subscribers mentioned 
were F. H. Waterhouse, P. W. Carter, 
G. S. Woodman and E. C. Whiston. 

Alderman Roffe asked if thore were 
any objections to the locations? 

Mr. Denver — I do notkuow, sir: I did 
not know that I should be at this hear- 
ing until 0 o’clock. 

Alderman Hamilton — How many fami- 
lies — How many houses will theie poles 
ac ‘omniodate? 

About four; I tbiuk that is about all 
who want them. If there woro others I 
think they would be on this map. Tiiere 
may be somo who have made applica- 
tion, but I do not know of any. 

The hearing was then closed. 

A bearing was opened on tbe petition 
of Oliver H. Walker, et. al., for sewor 
in Moreland avenue, and closed. 

Also, for sewer iu Gay street souther- 
ly to Clyde street petitioned for by T. F. 
Bailey, et. al. Closed without remon- 
strance. 

Tbe hearing on laying sewor in Chest- 
nut Hill road from Hammond street to 
Essex road was objected to by Mrs. 
Phebe H Slocum in a communication 
and was then closed, but later in the 
evening was opened to allow Hon. 
Leverett Siltonstall and Mr. It. M. 
Siltonstall, to object. 

The elder gentleman said he supposed 
the city council were willing to save all 
the money they could. There was no 
presort necessity of having the sewer in 
Chestnut Hill road. He owned practi- 
cally all the land upon tbe road and with 
his children, oocupied it. He had put in 
a very perfect system of drainuge under 
the direction of Mr. Ernest W. Uowditcb 
at an expense ot about $ti,500 which an- 
swered every present requirement of the 
estate. A large cesspool overflowed in- 
to a perfect system of underground 
drains. 

Tbe sewer would cost him in assess- 
ments not loss that $‘.*'>00. an expense 
which he wished to avoid. If the sewet 
was necessary tor the connection of the 
general system he should not tuterpose 
any objection whatever. He did not 
wish to debar others uow or at some 
future time, but it seems absolutely 
unnecessary that the sewer should be 
put here where the road is practically a 
private highway. 

Vfr. R M. Siltonstall hid seen Mr. 
White who last year speut $1000 for an 
elabor ite syst* ru of drainage ami thought 
a sewer in Ches nut Hill road uuneces- 
sary. 

A chart of tbe locality w.is examined 
by the aliermeu on request of A derma 
H unilton and the hearing then closed.

After considerable delay owing to the 
legal publicatiou of change of name the 
final papers were preseuted to the meet- 
ing aud receiving the siguiture of a 
majority of the trustees, were duly exe- 
cuted so that the Newtou Cottage Hospi- 
tal lias now become the Newton Hospi- 
tal. Ciias. I. Travelli, Clerk.

LEGISLATIVE HEARING 


ON NBWTOW’H PETITION FOR 
VAItn I, AW. 


The le^iBlutivo committee on road* 
ami bridge*, Senatoi Led yard Bill chair- 
man, Rave a hearing at City Hall, Tues- 
day morning, on the petition to have 
authority granted to Newton, to lay out 
boulevards, with spaces for electric rail- 
ways and bridle paths. 

Tho house members of the commit- 
tee spent the night at the Wood- 
land Park Hotel and before the 
hearing were taken in carriages down 
Washington street to Oak Square, fol- 
lowing the electrio railway to Allston 
and then crossing over to the Beacon 
boulevard, mid back to the City Hall 
along the route of tne new boulevard. 
They saw necessity enough for a boule- 
vard on Washington strtet in Newton 
and Brighton, which are dangorous for 
driving because of their narrowness. 
They arrived at City Hall about 11 
o’olock, and soon after tho hearing 
opened with Senat r Bill in the chair. 

Messrs. R. M. Saltonstall and Moor- 
field Storey appeared for E. D. Jordan, 
Mr. Blaney for the petitioners and City 
Solicitor Slocum for the city. 

The evidence and argu nents were of 
the character so familiar to all attend 
ants at boulevard hearings, tho only new 
thing being the appearance of several of 
the prominent advocates of the rejected 
routes for the third section, among the 
remonstrants. 

Mr. Storey spoke for half an hour, 
arguing that the advance in values along 
the line of a boulevard is taken from the 
value of land somewhere else, so that 
there is really no increase, and that there 
are but few people who care to live on a 
boulevard. In Brookline every lawyer 
was retained in favor of the boulevard, 
and the demand for boulevards was 
largely from landowners who wanted to 
get rich. He thought the bill should be 
amended by requiring some railway com- 
pany to file a bond, binding it to use 
such reserved space, and to pay part of 
the cost. Such a space was not a high- 
way. 

Mr. Bill asked if granting locations to 
street railways in streets already built 
was unwise? 

Mr. Storey— No, not unwise. 

Mr. Bill— Street railways are so near 
the life of the people, that they have 
been decided to be a public necessity, 
have they not? 

Mr. Storey assented. 

Mr. Bill asked if the same policy of 
buying up the public bad been followed 
in Newton? 

Mr. Storey said he could not say, he 
was only familiar with the usual manner 
of creating public sentiment, but be had 
no witnesses to prove that any such 
thing was done in Newton. 

Mr. Saltonstall then introduced Mr. 
William C. Stroug. who thought there 
was a growing sentiment that the boule- 
vard was being built for private instead 
of public inteiests. He favored having 
the Metropolitan park commission do 
the work. 

Mr. blaney — For the past six months 
you have been advocating one of two 
routes for the boulevard, and the high- 
way committee unanimoiinly decided 
against you, did they not? 

Mr. Strong— Yes. 

Mr. Strong was asked by one of the 
committee if he favored a committee of 
one city laying out the streets of auother, 
an 1 he said, yes, in the interests of 
greater Bostou. 

Then you favor Boston’s gibblingup 
Newton? 

Mr. Strong objected to the word, but 
thought Newtou should avail itself of 
such a commission. 

Mr. Strong wascross-oxamiued further 
by Mr. Blaney and admitted that the 
park Commission had no power now to 
do anything, but that it was proposed to 
grant them such power to connect public 
parks, by boulevards, in a bill now before 
the legislature. 

lu response to Mr. Bill he admitted 
the route he favored rau nearer to his 
own land than the one adopted, and that 
he favored the commission as it was im- 

E ossible for the city government uot to 
e influenced by private interests. 

Mayor Fenuo emphitically protested 
against any such statement. 

Mr. Strong apologized nud said he 
meant to cast no reflection on the oity 
government. 

Mr. Slocum then asked if he thought 
the park commission were better qualified 
to lay out streets for the inteiests of 
Newton thau us own citizens. Mr. Stroug 
said it would he better for greater Bos- 
ton, nud being pressed further said he 
fuvored taking the power of laying out 
streets away from the Newtou city gov- 
ernment. 

E. b. I'owne was the uext remonstrant 
aud said the whole thing was got up by 
iniquitous land speculators aud the 
people did uot waut a boulevard. He 
admitted he had olfered $1,000 and half 
the luud ueedtd if the boulevard took a 
certain direction. 

Thomas H. Ed mauds objected because 
the boulevard started nowhere and 
euded nowhere. 

Mr. Saltom-till read a letter from F. F. 
Raymond of West Newton, objecting to 
the luw, as there was uo necessity tor it. 
There was also a strong feeling that 
there was too close au alliance between 
the oity government aud laud specula- 
tors. He said that he had worked for 
one of the routes that was uot adopted. 

Mr. Saltonstall then spoke in remon- 
strance, claiming the boulevard was uot 
ueeded, that it would cost more than 
was estimated, aud that the city could 
uot afford the expeuse. 

Mr. Blauey then spoke for the peti- 
tioners, cailed atteutiou to the long list 
of signers to petitions for a boulevard. 
Mr. Strong was sufficiently auswered by 
his owu testimony. Mr. Raymond was 
euthusiastio for a boulevard, until a 
route that did not pass his laud was 
decided upon. All the remoustrauts 
have appeared in favor of a boulevard. 
He read a letter from the Metropolitan 
Park Commission saying thut they hud 
no authority to act tor Newtou. Boston 
has the power to lay out u boulevard, us 
was shown by the laying out of Common- 
wealth avenue, und Brookline has the 
power. He thought there was no doubt 
but that the court would decide that 
Newtou had the power. 

The boulevard sturts ou South street, 
about 100 feet from tho cutruuce to tho 
Reservoir drivewuy, aud bostou iias 
already takeu steps to lay out South 
street. It ends at the Weston bridge, 
where Newtou has pluue for two large 
purks, aud tho Metropolitan Bark Com- 
mission have plans tor a large park ou 
the Weston side. As for the charge that 
lawyers were bought up, two lawyers 
have appeared here, returned by the 
remoustrauts, aud the city solicitor, 
who appears for the oity, aud myself are 


tho only ones on tho other side. Ho 
re id from an article by Alfred I). 
Chandler <>n the gie.«t g-iins made by 
Brookline sinjo building of the boule- 
vard. 

The hearing then adjourned to Wed- 
nesday morning. 

The committee was then entertained 
at luncheon at ihe Newton Clu'diouse, 
by Mayor Fenim, and file lawyers in the 
case and a number oT guests were aD> 
present.

TUB CONTINUED IIKAIIINO 

was held at the S‘ate H mse. Wednes- 
day, at 10 a. m., and Mr. A. I). S. Bell 
opened for the petitioners. In ins ie- 
mark lie said that the boulevard w„s 
opposed by only two men, Mr. Dumarepq 
at Chestnut Hill and Mr. S one ac West 
Newton. The others were those who 
were disapp tinted because he routes 
they favored w» re not chosen. The 
men interested were mostly honored 
citizens of Newton, interested iu the 
growth ot the city as well as in the de- 
velopment of I heir land. At Chestnut 
IIill the railway on tho boulevard would 
bring the High school within reach of 
the poor children who wished to attend 

Mr. Geo. H. Ellis favor* d the boule- 
vard, though he had no land to sell and 
was willing to give 1 tnd for it. Any 
delay would make the building ot it 
more expensive. 

Mr. A. L. Harwood said the general 
seniinieut of Newton was in favor of the 
boulevard. 

Mr. H. B. Parker said his company had 
a petition on file at the City Hall for a 
location on the boulevard and the West 
End would be glad to receive the busi- 
ness his road would bring them. 

Mr. Dana Estes said the board of sur- 
vey of Bostou had plans for the laving 
out of South street (torn the Newtou 
line to Commonwealth avenue extension, 
nnd owners had been notified not to 
build on those lines. Hie city solicitor 
of B iston would submit infoimation to 
the committee of what Boston had done. 

Ex-Senator Gilman spoke strongly in 
favor of the boulevard and said the 
Bentiment of Newton was in favor of it. 

Mr. C. C. Burr was intro meed by Mr. 
Saltonstall and said there was no call 
for the boulevard and no need of any 
haste. He admitted, however, that he 
had signed a petition for the route 
favored by Mr. Stroug. 

Mr. Strong was granted leave to ex- 
plain his remarks of the previous day, 
and said he intended to cast no odium ou 
the city government, hut only meant that 
the real estate owners had created such 
a demand for a boulevard that the city 
council was affected by if. 

Mr. Saltonstall closed for the remon- 
strants by presenting au amended bill v 
confining (lie power to be granted to one 
boulevard, and providing that before 
construction a street railway company 
must file a bond to build a road, aud also 
to pay one-fourth of the cost of con 
struciion of the space reserved for them; 
also ibat the boulevard should follow the 
lino of South and Ward street, to Manet 
road, thus avoiding Mr. Dumtret-q's 
land, and that die bill must be submitted 
to the people of Newton at a geueral 
eleciiou for their aoproval. 

City Attorney Slocum closed for the 
petitioueis and made a very forcible 
presentation of tho absurdities of the 
proposed amendments. He also ualled 
attention to the 8'atements of Mr. 
Storey, that people would not build ou a 
boulevard on accouut of the noise and 
dust, when the Beacon s'reet boulevard 
was lined with palatial dwellings, nnd 
one of his clients, Mr. Jordan, had built 
a magnificent palace on tho boulevard. 
The city has power to lay out wide 
streets, to grant locations upou them to 
street railways, and it was absurd to sup- 
pose that it had not the power to grant 
such a location on a reset ved spice. The 
city wanted a general law, which would 
relieve it from all such technicalities, 
and he took up and discussed th - objec- 
tions that had been made This closed 
the bearings on the subject.

Fleming iu 
business for a period extending over 
thirty years, and no man with whom he 
has ever come in contact has held a 
higher place in his personal esteem for 
the sirictesr. honest) ai d integrity than 
Mr. Fleming. lu transactions which 
have umountod to mauy hundreds of 
thousands, if uot millions of doll its, Mr. 
Flemiug has always been implicitly 
trusted by the writer to deal fairly and 
justly iu the absence of any stipulated 
prices or contracts m uie iu advance, and 
in uo case lias there ever been cause for 
any misunderstanding or frictiou be- 
tween the parties to these very large 
business transactions. Mr. Fleming was 
not only just to his customers, but just 
to himself, his partners and his em- 
ployees, aud iu brief, lie whs a man with 
whom it was perfectlj safe to do busi- 
ness to auy extent without auy binding 
contracts. Loyal and warm hearted as a 
friend, if one had his esteem aud con- 
fidence, he was true to him through 
adversity as well us prosperity. Ou the 
other baud he had u liue scorn for any 
menu action aud would on uo accouut 
have business transactions with those 
who had iu auy wuy foifeited his respect 
aud esteem. 

He never courted publicity in anv way 
during his life, but 1 feel as '.is friend 
that l am doing a service, uot only to his 
memory ami his friends, but to tho 
general publio iu thus voicing the very 
high respect and esteem which I have 
always felt for my late friend, which was 
founded upou au intimate knowledge of 
his personal work, from my long con- 
tinued acquaintance and business con- 
nection wiih him.

SOME CURIOUS AMENDMENTS. 


The amendments offered by Messrs. 
Siltonstall and Storey, counsel for Mr. 
Jordan and Mr. Dumaresq, to the pro- 
posed boulevard bill, would deprive that 
bill of any value at all. The provision 
that it must be submitted to the people 
at a general election is only objection- 
aole from the fact that it would delay all 
work upon the boulevard for another 
year, as the people would undoubtedly 
favor it by a large majority. But the 
delay would interfere seriously with the 
plans, the agreements that have been 
made would all have expired, many of 
those who have offered laud and money 
for the boulevard might have changed 
their minds by that time, and the boule- 
vard could not be built on such favorable 
terms as at present. 

Every year that the project is delayed 
adds to the cost of the work, as buildings 
will be put up on the line of the boule- 
vard, as has been the case in Auburn- 
dale, and the owners will expeot heavy 
damages if the buildings have to be 
moved. 

The other provisions are even more 
objectionable; no street railway com 
pany would agree to pay part of the cost 
of the construction of the reserved space 
and even the West End company could 
not afford to make such an agreement. 
Besides, as Mr. Slocum said, such action 
would give a railroad company certain 
rights in the street, which is against the 
policy -of Newton, 

The provision that the boulevard 
should follow Ward street to Manet Road 
would relieve the boulevard of all the 
objections brought against it by Mr. 
Dumaresq, and probably his counsel re- 
gard this as the most important amend- 
ment and would be satisfied with that 
alone, if it could be worked in to a 
general law. 

Tbe amendments certainly do credit to 
the shrewdness of the remount 1 ant’s 
counsel, but their adoptiou in the bill 
are calculated to make it of uo value. 

In the htaiiugs given the committee 
on roads and bridges have shown an evi- 
dent desire to be fair to all parlies, and 
they have listened courteously to all the 
testimony that was presented. Tbeir 
questions have shown their desire to get 
at all the facts, and they have borne 
patiently with wide digressions from the 
question at issue. As tbe testimony 
would fill a large volume, only a com- 
paratively brief summary of tbe two 
hearings given this week is given ou 
another p «ge, but we should say that the 
members of the committee must know 
more about Newton by this time than 
the great majoiity of its citizens, and 
they therefore are well qualified to de- 
cide tbe cat- • upon its merits, which ot 
cours) would be iu favor of giving New- 
ton the power to lay out boulevard-, 
with reservitiuis for street cars, al 
though probably when (he Court is 
heard from, the judges will decide that 
Newton already has such power. 


A DRAMATIC SCENE. 


There was a very dramatic scene at the 
City Hall, Tuesday morning, when 
Mayor Fenno made such au emphatic 
protest against tbe remark of Mr. 
W. C. Strong, that “it was impossible 
for the city government not to be in- 
fluenced by private interests." It is 
only fair to allow that Mr. Strong did 
not realize the seriousness of the charge 
he made, for in his apology, he stated 
that°he meant to cast uo reflections ou 
tue city goverutneut. It was a very serious 
chaige, however, and Mayor Fenno 
could hardly allow it to pass unchal- 
lenged, iu justice to tbe members of the 
city government. 

Mr. Raymond of West Newton also 
made a similar charge iu a letter, by 
saying that there was a stroug feeling 
“ihut there was too close au alliance be- 
tween the city government and laud 
speculators." It is very easy to make 
vague charges and insinuations, but it is 
hardly the right thing to do uuless the 
maker is ieady 10 bring forward s<*me 
proof of his cliaiges, and this neither 
Mr. Stroug nor Mr. Raymond have ever 
otfered to do. Mr. Stroug further ex 
plained ut the next hearing, that he only 
mean' that the city government could 
wot have tailed to be influenced by the 
public eeulimeut gotten up iu iuvor of 
the boulevaid by those who had land to 
disp >se of. 

The mere fact that a committee has 
differed from them is not iu itsulf a 
proof that the committee was “unduly 
influenced," for there is such a thing as 
au honest difference of opinion. 


Most of the advocates of the rejected 
routes havo taken their defeat grace- 
fully, it can be said to their credit, and 
havo not. In their disappointment rushed 
off to oppose tbe whole boulovard 
scheme, beoause their own pet project 
was not favored. It shows the public 
spirit that prevails in Newton, when 
there is so little of such a spirit shown.- 
We cannot all draw prizes in life’s 
lottery, and although it may be a certain 
kind of relief to one’s feelings, no 
practical good ever comes from making 
up faces at the managers of the lottery.

The New Civil Service Law. 

Newton vii.le, April 2, 1S94. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Will you kiudly allow me to speak a 
word through your columns to the public 
on the law recently passed, regulating 
the employment of tnen in the high- 
way department. 

As this raiy very likely be extended to 
the other departments in the near future, 

• t becomes a matter for careful thought 
as to how it will work iu our city. 

It some respects it may he a just aud 
useful law; but it is easy to see how, 
under certaiu couditious, it may greatly 
impair the ellicieucy of the public ser- 
vice. 

Without tryiug to oover all the ground 
I wish to say a word for a class of men, 
who arc deeply interested iu this matter. 

I refer to the foremen of gangs iu our 
out door work. 

Now a properly ambitious foreman 
has one great object iu view. lie desires 
to excel iu his work All his eubrgies 
are directed to this poiut. His motive 
may be a seltish oue, but the fact re- 
tnaius, that his interests and the city’s 
interests are identical iu this respect. 
He desires to obtain the best possible re- 
sults iu his work, aud the city desires to 
have him do so. 

Now to this end, he likes to have the 
best men he possibly cau get. lie need* 
to be able to weed out of his gang in- 
capable, drunken or insubordinate men, 
aud as far as possible to hold ou to those 
who are strong, capable, willing an 1 in- 
telligent, and to train them to*a greater 
degree of efficiency, No doubt, he must 
often put up with inferior men, but he 
will be able to manage if he cau have a 
part as he likes them. 

Now I maintain that it is to the city's 
very best iutorest, to give him as much 
power as possible (subject to the coutroi 
ot bis superintendent and to the geueral 
regulations of his department) m the 
matter of hiring or discharging his men. 
It gives him a more thorough working 
control of the met) themselves, a better 
"grip” ou them. It enables him to select 
the kind of tneu he needs, to rid himself 
of meu who are comparatively useless to 
him, and so, to tender the very best ser- 
vice possible to the oily in return for the 
mouey represented ou his pay roll. To 
recapitulate. — The foreman knows just 
exactly what he has got to do, aud w hat 
kind of men he needs to do it. He is 
"right iu it” aud it will tie his hands 
badly in many cases, to try to regulate 
him from the City U ill too closely. 

1 offer the*e remarks with the full con- 
sciousness that there are other import- 
ant considerations affecting this question 
which should have their due weight, buL 
I think it is of some importuuce that this 
side of the matter should not escape 
uotioe entirely. A Foreman.

To "Cultl 
vate where there is least resistance.” said 
the speaker will prevent the mistake of 
not making the best uses of talents given, 
rhe scientific course presents a notable 
record of boy- and girls, who wish to enter 
c jileges and technical schools. Special at- 
tention wa» called to the possibility of con- 
ducting a 'Chool on either one of two lines, 

* the true line *nd the sham.” All that is 
worthy the name of education being "A con- 
dition of head, heart, and body, as the re- 
ult of a process, the outcome of effort; or 
1 sort of comfortable resort for young 
people from fourteen to eighteen, who 
sna.l think well of themselve',” which 
presents an ideal of a sham school. In a 
school of the right type, justice, good sense, 
reason and sympathy should prevail; an 
a teacher should err on tlie side of leniency, 
H In doubt, was the opinion of Mr. Aldrich. 
The as-ht*nce of the homes is an absolute 
necessity for good work, and as a rule, be- 
tween two or three hours daily genuine 
study is needed if a pupil wishes to acquire 
a good standing. Social distractions must 
not interfere if a pupil wishes to succeed. 
A belief in "good times’’ is not inconsist 
ent, hut should not crowd out that real 
Measure which is the result of earnest ef- 
Tnrt. The superintendent did not favor a 
division of the school, because the ex- 
penses would be increased with less satis- 
factory results. It is easier to specialize in 
large schools, and it is much easier to equip 
large schools with really good teachers, 
who are as scarce as they are desirable. A 
separation of classical and English schools 
promotes a divergence of interests and a 
loss of incentives really needed for future 
good. A comparison of present methods 
with earlier ones shows great changes in 
progress, and the authorities are making 
an effort to beep the high school alive and 
truly progressive, as was evidenced by 
their desire to have the "Harvard Schools 
Commission Examinations” applied to the 
Newton high school. Mr. Aldrich closed 
with the following suggestions to parents; 
"1. That they wisely regulate the home 
life of pupils in the way of sleep, diet, 
clothing and amusements. 2. That they 
visit the schools and make suggestions to 
teachers. The outcome of obtervatinu be- 
ing always welcome. 3. That they help on 
the completion of the high ? chool building, 
and, realizing the educational value of sur- 
roundings; 4 . That they fit up the school 
with worthy reproductions of art. such as 
etchings, engravings, photographs and 
models.”

In tlie opiuion of the superiuteu 
dent it should cost more, because tlie until 
ber of teachers is uot large enough to make 
working divisions as small as they should 
be for efficient work among all tlie boys 
and girls for whom the school undertakes 
to provide, regardless of their future out- 
look. Under physical training Mr. Aldrich 
considered tlie calisthenics for girls ami 
tne military drill for boys good so far as 
they go ; hut he realized the ueed of a good, 
all rouud training iu physical culture for 
both boys aud cirls, which can only be at- 
tained in u gymnasium prop. r. under the 
direction of a competent specialist. The 
moral training under tbe iufiueuce of 
gentlemen ami ladles, in the true sense, of 
teachers, is of the highest staudard, 1 11 the 
main liue of uieutal culture the established 
courses were cousidered in turu. It was 
thought it would be well to drop out the 
mercantile course, it belug the least practi- 
cal in a city like Newton. Mr. Aldrich 
emphasized tlie facts that the "brainy” 
pupils ate uot limited to the classical 
course, and that for bovs and girls uot 
cuteriug college, the general course is 
preferable. While manual aud mechanical 
training are of value iu themselves, it was 
thought uuwise to incorporate an tudustn- 
til department lute tiie high school, tor the 
reason that it would cause divisiou- The 
classical course takes shape from college 
requirements, ami over-pressure is inevit- 
able iu connection witli tills course, which 
should be exleuded through the fifth year-

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


BOTH BRANCH R8 MKKT— A HKARINO

BOARD LEGISLATION AND THE COUNCIL 
SPPPORr THEM AFT. R A FRUITLESS 
FIGHT.— THE B H’LRVARD ORDER 
PASSED BY T1IR COUNCIL. 

Tl o aldermen met with the mayor in 
the chair and Alderman Bothfeld absent. 

After the records had been road and 
approved the mayor appointed Dr J. K. 
McLaughlin as inspector of provisions, 
and J. Eiward Witchell as hoseman, 
dating from March 1. These were con- 
firmed. 

Messrs. C. E. Hastings of River street, 
Ward Three and Thomas A. Brady of 
Gay streer, Ward Two, were drawn as 
jurors for the session of the Superior 
court at Lowell. 

A communication was received from 
the Supreme Judicial court of a hearing 
on the petition of the Metropolitan Park 
commission to determine the proportion 
to be paid them by the towns and cities 
comprising the district. 

A NEEDLKS8 BOTHER. 

A notice of intention to build a small 
stable 30x20 feet in size, on the rear of 
his lot, from Daniel Hurley of Newton 
Upper Falls was read by the mayor. 

It was found to have been referred to 
the board by the inspector of buildings. 

The mayor asked the inspeotor to en- 
lighten the board as to the import of the 
matter. 

I specter Elder said the stable was to 
be constructed on the rear of a lot on 
which Mr. Hurley was building a house. 
The stable would be on a private way 
and was 50 feet from any other building. 

Several matters of a like character 
have kept cotniDg before the board in 
this manner with no apparent reason for 
a special consideration by that body. 

The mayor very courteously askei In- 
spector Elder if he could not grant this 
permit without having it come before 
the board? 

Inspector Elder— I presume I could 
hut thought it better to bring it before 
the board. 

Nothing more was said and the matter 
was dropped, the board taking no action 
as it is out of their proviuoe only iu 
special cases, since they appointed an in- 
spector, and drafted ordinances govern- 
ing these matters. 

Alderman Roffe presented a petition 
from residents of Highland avenue, pro 
testing against the placing of telephone 
poles on that street.. They had under- 
stood until afeer the hearing that the 
location was on Highland street instead 
of the avenue. It was signed by E. W. 
Redpath, F. A. Dewson, E. P. hatch and 
about ten others. 

THEY OBJECT. 

Alderman Thompson presented a com- 
munication from Edgar W. Foster asking 
the city to clear a certaiu street near 
New tou Highlands of trees and hushes 
and have it graded and finished. Re- 
ferred. 

The alderman Horn Ward Five pre- 
sented a lemonstrance from Persever- 
ance lodge, I. O. G. T. of Newton Upper 
Falls, protesting against the granting of 
auy 0th cl iss liquor license in that place. 
This w r is signed by J >hn W. Wildmau, 
Wilfred R. Morton aud Wm Dawson. 

The temperance committee of the Y. 
P. S. C. E. of the Methodist church pre- 
sented a like protest which was signed 
bv Jobu Blaniers. president, and Ernest 
Young, chairman of the temperance 
committee, in which they stated that 
they “know the liceuse to be crossly 
abused.” 

They were referred. 

The Newton Clubet. al. petitioned for a 
crosswalk ou Highland street at High- 
land place. Referred. 

Chas. Everett et. al., petitioned for 
asphalt crosswalk across Cypress street. 
Referred. 

The Newton <fc Watertown Gas Light 
Co. through Supt. W E. Holmes, peti- 
tioned to chauge the location of an arc 
light pole to the south east corner of 
Waverley avenue aud Sargent street, as 
the telephone company had a prior right 
to the location grauted them. Reieried. 

THE HEARING UK-Ol'ENED. 

Aldermri RotTe stated that owing to 
an erroc in the advertising ot the hear- 
ing for po'e location on Uigblaud avenue, 
certain residents had been led to iufer 
that it had reference to Highland street. 
[No notice of the hearing was published 
in the newspapers.] He moved that the 
hearing be reopened to give the residents 
of the avenue a chance to be heard. 

The motion prevailed. 

Mr. E. W. R-ilpath said he noticed a 
few weeks ago in readiug the city gov- 
ernment proceedings the petition of the 
telephone company for a location on 
Highland street and thought no more 
about it, hut when he found that the 
location should have read Hi /l.land 
avenue aud thu a hearing bad been 
given he was very much surprised. 
There was only one subscriber ou the 
avenue instead of three as stated at the 
he nine. Dr. Waterhouse was iu Europe 
and had been for a year. Mr. Carter’s 
telephone had been taken out. Dr 
Woo liuaL was not there and Dr. Whiston 
was the only re.-ideut who had a tele- 
phone ou the street. Dr. WbUtoo was 
opposed to poles ou the street as were all 
the other residents, and there was no 
present necessity for them. The peti- 
tion of lemoustrances contained the 
names of every property owner on the 
avenue hut one, who is too ill to sign. 

Aldermiu Rumery asked if the service 
was s wihfaoLory? 

Mr. Rednath said it was uot very good 
but Dr. Whiston did not want the poles. 

Mr. F. A. Dawson thought the tele- 
phone company were simply linking for 
Hubsciihers. Tne poles would be dis- 
agreeable aud unsightly and personally 
he should prefer to go without a tele- 
phone thau to have the poles. 

The heariug was then closed. 

REPORTS AND ORDERS. 
Alderman Thompson for the highway 
committee reported, recommending that 
the corners of Woodland avenue aud 
Central street he rounded aud that 
Central street he widened uorr the resi- 
dence of J Walter Davis. * 

An order w is passed gi viug notice of 
the foregoing aud a heariug appointed 
An older, authorizing the mayor to 
quit claim certaiu laud iu Ridge avenue 
to Ezra C. Dudley, was passed. 

An order was passed, authorizing the 
water bourd to lay 200 feet of water pipe 
iu Cottage street at a oust of $100; .‘JOS 
feet. Ml. Ver non a venue at #575, loOio-t. 
McKay avenue it #171; 510 test iu Koutb 
street aud Wahan Hill ro id at #101; a 
total appropriation of #1,125. 


An order to lay out and aocept Fountain, 
Rtreot was pissed. 

An order was passed changing the 
name of Lender street to Lincoln park 
as petitioned by Robert Bennett, et. al. 

SCHOOL BOARD POWRRB. 

Alderman Thompson in introducing 
an order embodying a resolution, made 
reference to an net now before the legis- 
lature to delegate more powers to the 
school committees in the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth. Ho read 
tho act, which would give thoso 
bodies the selection of plana and sit- a for 
new schooMimisen and appropriation and 
expenditure of money for the aamo. »he 
sole ch »rge of alterations and expendi- 
ture on such buildings, hiring of janitors, 
etc. 

He thought tho hill was too sweeping 
in character and offered a resolution. 

That in the opinion of the city coun- 
cil, House bill No. 540, ought not to pass 
and that the legislature committee bo re- 
quested to present to the legislature a 
remonstrance against the passage of said 
act. 

The order passed and the board then 
adjourned. 

Common Connell. 

The common council was presided over 
by President C. W. Knapp and every 
member was present. 

Various sower hearings were opened 
at 7.45 o’clock, also one for the laying 
out of Austin street extension and closed 
without remonstrance. 

The papers from the board of aider- 
men were taken up, the message relative 
to the veto of the order amending the 
joint rules aud orders and establishing a 
committee on inspection of wires depart- 
ment, being first considered with concur- 
rent aetion. Other papers were passed 
in concurrence, until the orders for the 
celebration of Grant’s birthday. April 
27, and the celebration set for April 19, 
were reached, when Councilman BriRton 
moved a suspension of the rules for a 
second reading on one and Councilman 
Wing for the other. 

In direct opDOsition to the precedent 
the council bave recently sought to 
establish, the motions were supported 
and the orders passed. 

When the order for an inorease of 
$200 in the salary of the paymaster in 
the treasurer’s office came up, Council- 
man Briston again moved a second read- 
ing, but the council had then woke up to 
what they had been doing and the order 
was laid over. 

NORTHERN ROUTE OF COURSE! 

The order laying out the boulevard 
from Valentine to Washington street 
was opposed by Councilman Childs who 
advocated delar. 

He said: “This matter has been be- 
fore the city government for so long a 
time that it would seem on first thought 
that it should be settled at once, I think, 
however, there are good reasons for de- 
laying acMon at the present time. If 
the highway committee have chosen 
wisely the route that is best for the in- 
terest of the city, they cau aff *rd to wait 
to have their report sanctioned, but if 
they are mistaken in their choice or if 
new ideas have come ud since thev 
rendered their report, they above all 
others should be willing to del i.v action 
until there is no ground on which to 
oppose their decisiou. M> reason for 
delay is that the city of Newton has uot 
been granted the right to build a boule- 
vard. The court has not as yet seen fit 
to render a decision in the matter, no one 
knows when it will be given, or what it 
will be. The same is true of the Dill be 
fore the legislature asking the right to 
build. As I understand that, thD bill it 
is a special act giving Newton the right 
to build this boulevard, provided the 
court renders an adverse decision. Now 
if wo vote on this question tonight it is 
an act of discourtesy to the legislature, for 
after asking them to grant us the right 
to build we go right on and vote ro do it 
before they give ns that light. Is it 
right or business-like for this council to 
vote to lav out any part of this boulevaid 
not knowing whether we have the right 
to build it or not? Another reason for 
delay is that the bill giving the ri'bt to 
the Metrouolitan Park Commission to 
build boulevards and roadways in the 
Metropolitan district, lias passed the 
house aud is now before the Senate wiMi 
a prospect of its passage within a few 
days I kuow this idea has been laughed 
at by some, but the city of Newton beiug 
within the Metropolitan district aud 
having to pay its proportion of the 
$500. 0<X) appropriation iu interest, sink- 
ing fund, maintenance and deficieucy in 
amount paid in. will be the laughing 
stock of all surrounding cities if they do 
not avail themselves of this opportunity 
and ask for a portion of this $50,000 to 
build thiscentral boulevard. Cambridge 
lias alre idv asked for $500,000. Is it not 
business for Newtou to ask for a por- 
tion? 

He moved to table the order for further 
consideiiitiou. 

Councilmau Parker presented a peti- 
tion signed by H. G. Hildreth and others 
remonstrating agaiust the southern 
route. 

Councilman Bristou spoke very em- 
phatically iu support of the projectors of 
the northern route. He hoped the ino- 
ti in would not prevail. He did not be- 
lieve in railroading anything through the 
city government. The tax payors should 
be given every opportunity to become 
couversaut with all matters of such 
moment, but iu this case he believed the 
public, at large fully understood the 
q lestion at issue and the city couucil 
had sutli ieutly considered the matter to 
be utile to decide. With such men for 
our highway committee, headed by such 
unable ohiirmto. there was no reason 
for. or excuse iu delay. 

The vigorous championship of the 
northern boulevard route by the repre- 
sentative from Ward One opened iu full 
the opposition to any delay. Sealed 
couveuienrly in the rear of the Ward 
Thr *e council men, Counsel G. A. Ului.cy 
of the northern route kept them posted 
ou important details as the discussion 
coutiii ued. 

C'ouocilm in Bullard of Ward Three 
was the next speaker. The boulevard 
had been cnefully considered, he said, 
for the past year and he Relieved the city 
I govern men t were perfectly informed ou 
every phase iu the matter. The projec- 
tors of the northern route had made the 
city a very liberal offar, which it would 
be hard to again find and the limit ex- 
pired M ly 1st. Hu thought the residents 
of West Newtou were iroio competent to 
decide where they wauled the boulevard 
than anyone from outside, aud lie knew 
the feeling of a huge mijirity of the 
people “interested iu this portion of the 
boulevard.” 

Councilman Childs usked the member 
from Ward Three when the time limit of 
the uortheru people was idvanced from 
Apr. 1 to May 1. The last limit publicly 
known expired April 1. 

The chairman stated that the time had 
been extended to April 15— not May 1. 

Councilman Hatfield thought the house 
bill mentioned made no provision for 
laying out boulevards in auy city. it 
only provided the commission with 
power to connect reseverations iu the 


I Metropolitan district by boulevards. He 
I saw no reason for delay and advanced 
the old time argument that, the matter 
should it once be decided, because the 
“liberal offer” made, would exp re Apr. 
Id 

Councilman Childs read the bill in 
question to show that its intent was 
otherwise than staled. 

Councilman Tolman interrupted the 
councilman who was speaking and tried 
to h ive the question called at once, but 
retired when cilled to order. 

Continuing. C mncilman Childs said it 
was n it. business like to go ahead and 
continue to lay out tho boulevard, in- 
viting people to speculate in real estate 
and ch inging present values when the 
city's applicatiou to the legislature for 
power to lay out these boulevards t has 
not yet come before that body. In ad- 
dition t * this was the hill of the Metro- 
politan park commission for a $500,000 
appropiiati m, a portion of which money 
belonged to Newton and to which she 
was justly entitled to help pay for these 
very boulevards. Cambridge has already 
made application for a portion of that 
money to be spent in boulevard improve- 
ments in that city. 

The v>te w.is then taken on Council- 
man Childs’ motion which was lost. 

President Knapp was preparing to put 
the original order when Messrs. Hatfield 
and Bullard interrupted and asked for a 
yea and nay vote. 

Councilman Savage asked to have the 
order read again and the request was 
granted. 

The original order was then passed. 
President Kuapp, Counoilmen Tolman, 
Weed, Dcgen, Parker, Dickens, Ross, 
Hatfield. Bullard, Savage, Green, Wing 
and Briston voting yea and Councilman 
Childs nay and t'.e northern is the route 
established for this section of the boule- 
vard. 

GIVE THEM POWER? 

Councilman Weed spoke strongly 
against concurrent action in reference to 
the resolution adopted by tbe aldermen 
opposing the house bill relative to school 
boards. There was a good deal of trouble 
iu Rome places, which such powers iu the 
hands of tbe school committee would 
avoid. IIo understood tbe act as giving 
the school board a veto power in the ex- 
penditure of money for its buildings and 
purposes. In other words a public pro- 
perty committee could not go ahead and 
choose a site for a school house, get out 
plans or build the building without the 
sauctiou of the school committee, neither 
could any alterations be mado, additions 
constructed or j mitors hired without the 
acquiescence of the school committee. 
It would give them a vetoing or advisory 
power, which he believed they should 
have. 

Councilman Green did not believe the 
school board should have power to ex- 
pend money. They are a very expensive 
body and small matters delegated to 
them, which the publio property com- 
mittee had supposed would be judicious- 
ly dealt wiib, proved very expensive ex 
periences for tbe city. 

Couucilman Tolman thought from 
what he had seen of tbe Newton school 
committee, they could speud every bit of 
mouey appropriated each year by tbe 
city * He doubted tbe wisdom of giving 
them any such powers. 

Councilman Degen believed there were 
some g.iod things to tbe bill. He saw 
uo reason why tbe school board could 
not be conducted on tbe same lin* s as 
govern the water board. The latter 
have their meetings, and then come be- 
fore the city council and ask for an ap- 
pi opriation. 

Councilman Weed went over the mat- 
ter at great length, dissecting the bill 
and arguing on each separately, tending 
to show as staged above by him that the 
power asked was not absolute only iu its 
veto privilege. He called atteutiou to 
the present school house committee, who 
were capable business men; Mr. Bond, 
formerly piesident of the council, and an 
ex-alderman, Mr. J. Edward Hollis, 
prominently mentioned last year for 
m iyor, and Mr. F. H. Howes. These tnen 
were as well able to use these powers 
judiciously as any men on the couucil. 

Councilman Tolman said the public 
property committee were formeily al- 
lowed $25 apiece for immediate uecessi- 
te<, winch were all the time oomiug up. 
Oue case mentioned by him was wheu he 
told a certain party to go ahead io some 
repairs they wanted ou a school build- 
ing, aud tbe bill was so in excess of what 
it should have been, he did not feel like 
continuing the practice. The city now 
has au inspector of buildings, and he 
should atteud to these matters. He 
moved to table the order. 

The motion was seconded by Council- 
man Weed, and was declared a vote by 
President Kuapp. 

It was doubted bv Couucilman Childs 
aud a count of hands showed the motion 
to have beeu lost. 

It was therefore declared not a vote. 
Councilman Ross said after listeniug 
to what Councilman Weed hid said he 
saw no use iu having a city council. 
They were put there to conduct the city 
busiuess, but if powers belonging to 
them were given to the school board it 
would be needless to have both. 

Councilman Bullard thought it would 
be more than a veto power — it would bo 
a power of appeal trom the decision of 
the government. They could refuse any 
plau, location or alteration proposed by 
tho city government. They already have 
the right aud do liiro their teachers and 
j mitors, which makes auy legislation iu 
that matter needless. 

Councilm m Green brought in an argu- 
ment, some pipe repairing aud improve- 
ments of tho high school, which should 
have been well done for $110. I’he 
public property committee delegated tbe 
work to the people at the high school 
with the understanding that they kuew 
best what they wanted aud would be 
judicious iu carrying out the plans. The 
bill that came in to the city for the woik 
was over #000 where $150 should easily 
have sufficed. There was a great differ- 
ence between privilege and right, and at 
present, iu ease auy of the privileges are 
violated, the city government has the 
right to lake it away from them. 

Councilman Weed said he could match 
the *000 story by refeieuce to u chairman 
of the public property committee who 
contracted a bill of $2,000 which the city 
was obliged to pay. But aside from that 
; be did uot think tbe bill contemplated 
was us radical as pictured. 

Councilman Tolman did not believe iu 
lakiug up the misdeeds of past city 
council or commit uo*. He corroborated 
the extravagance mentioned hy Council- 
man Green. His impressiou was that 
the repairs contemplated were figured at 
ubout $50 aud the bill for them was iu 
excess of #000. The order was adopted 
iu concurrence. 

Councilman Degeu moved a suspension 
of the rules for a second readiug ou the 
$1,124 appropriation for the water bourd 
and the order was passed.

WEST NEWTON POST OFFICE. 


J0BIA1I QUINCY AS A REFORMER IX HIE 
CASK. 


Nothing has been said in the papers, 
says the Bo*ton correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican, as far as 1 have 
seen, about the West Newton post office 
case. Yet it signalized a triumph of 
anti-spoils principles and the Republican 
incumbent has been reappointed. Quite 
a history is involved and there was a 
struggle for months between the Demo- 
cratic machine and the people of West 
Newton. The incumbent when the 
Cleveland administration came into 
power was Mr. Staoy, a Republican, who 
has held the place for four or five 
presidential terms. During Cleveland's 
first terra he had been reappointed and 
Harrison had given him another term. 
Early this year this term expired. 

There was a Democratic politician 
named Cox who wanted the office, but 
the people of the village preferred Mr. 
Staoy. The Democratic city committee 
of 1803, even, was in favor of Staoy. 
This is, the members of the ward (ward 
3 of NewtoD) preferred him and the 
members from the other wards sup- 
ported them. But Cox manipulated the 
committee for 1804 so that he secur'd 
its indorsement. Stacy’s friends worked 
with a will for his reappointment. They 
secured on the petition for him moie 
Democratic signers than there were 
Democratic votes cast in West Newton 
at the last state election. They bad do 
trouble in securing an equally strong in- 
dorsement of the Republicans. But this 
was not half of the battle. However 
strong the civil-service principles of 
Postmaster General Bissell, be has a 
broad rule that when the term of a Re- 
publican expires a Democrat shall be 
put in his place. He goes to the exteut 
of allowing Republicans, as a rule, to 
serve out their terms, but the < fficers 
have been so uneveuly distributed, ac- 
corded to his belief, that it is only right 
that Republicans whose terms have run 
out shall be followed by Democrats. So 
there was this standing rule to en- 
counter. The Democratic committee of 
Newton was also working for Cox. 

But the civil-service reformers of West 
Newton— and it must be remembered 
that this particular spot is as fertilo iu 
reform sentimeur as any other equal 
acreage in the Bay state, for here w is 
the liveliest phase of the movement 
which in 1882 elected Tbeodoro Lyman 
to Congress, and in 1884 was a pioneer in 
the mugwump movement— these re- 
formers went to work with the idea that 
they had ji woitbj case which demanded 
the making of au exception to the Bissell 
rule. They did what they could at 
Washington and Mr. Stacy was dually re- 
appointed. Josiah Quinoy claims a 
large share iu this success, saying that 
he deserves the credit of it and that he 
went to see Mr. Bissell four or five times 
in behalf of Mr. Stacy. If the credit is 
clue to Quincy, the reformers are 
thoroughly disposed to give it to him, 
notwithstanding his fear that they 
will be so prejudiced by his general 
career at Washington as to deny him auy 
sympathy whatever with the reform of 
the civil seivice. They have not the 
slightest disposition to withold from him 
auything whioti is his due, but they are 
also disposed to hold him to Stccouut for 
much that is hurtful to the party. Some 
of them are outspoken and it will take 
more thau one case, thougli they are 
thankful for that, to restore their confi- 
defied iu him. 


The Newton. Boat Club. 

The annual meeting of the Newtoi:

“By those of ten and less than lifteen 
years continuous membership, the sum 
of teu dollars; and “By those of lifteen 
years ooutiuuous membership, the sum 
of (ive dollars."

Brewer, by Ills earnest, straight- 
forward testimony, drew to Christ through 
the Salvation Army peop'e who cjuld be 
won in no other way. Mr. Moodv made 
oonverts by the power of his preach- 
ing, and Mr. Mills preaches ail ethical 
religion. Certain types are affected 
by each of these evangelists. The secret 
is in so using your own sincere experience 
as to gel into another man’s heart ; adapta 
tion. An open discussion by Rev. E. B. 
Flo.\d aud others was followed by adjourn- 
ment.

New Church at Newtonrille. 

On Sunday next at 10.45 a. m., will be 
opened to public worship for the first 
time the beautiful church of the Newton- 
ville New Church Society, situated ou 
Highland avenue, of which Rev. John 
Worcester is the pastor. 

The little church seutiug 400 people is 
in plan a rectangle 70 feet long by 40 feet 
wide, having a broad center aisle and 
two side aisles next tbe uortb and south 
walls. The interior work with its high 
dado and hammer beam trusses, suggests 
the great hall of William Rufus at West- 
minster, after which it was modelled. It 
is dignitied, effective aud acoustically 
very successful. The church is lighted 
by pointed windows placed above the 
dado; those at the sides are simple aud 
light iu color; those at the east aud 
west euds are to bo filled with glass of 
deeper tone aud more elaborate desigu, 
aud all in scheme harmonizing with the 
detail of the church. The high soreeu 
separating the organ and robiug room 
from the chancel is very well designed. 
It is in tbe transition from the late gothic 
style to that of the early renaissance. A 
low screen exteuds across the frout of 
the chancel except in the center opposite 
the broad aisle aud furnishes a support 
for the lecteru. The chancel furniture is 
simple iu ohurauter with a little good 
carving applied with retiued taste. The 
warm yellow browu oypr ss, of which 
all finish and furniture is made, con- 
trasts well with the dull green plaster 
walls which intervene between the dado 
und opiMi timbered roof and produces a 
color effect both ugreeable and churoli 
like. 

Exterually the walls are of seam faced 
ltoxbury stone laid with wide and deep 
joints oud huff Ohio stone is employed 
for all trimmings. The main dooiwuy to 
tho tower is tho priucipul decorative 
feature of the exterior. Ou the left is a 
niche aud above aud extending to tiie 
octagonal stair tower are elaboiately 
carved spandrels aud panels embellished 
with shields; much is made of the trac- 
ing of the wiudows and battlements of 
the tower. 

The building grew iu true medieval 
fashion. Helpers curried the stoues up 
the inclined plunkiug to the stagiugs, 
where journeymen laid them in the wall, 
the method being ideutioul with that 
employed iu constructing tho villuge

CITY HALL HEARINGS. 

At the meeting of the City Council last 
Monday night all the resideuts of High- 
land avenue appeared to remoustrate 
against having telephone polos placed 
on their street. A hearing had been 
held on the matter, but none of the resi 
dents had seen the notice, which had 
b**en posted on some tree or fence, and 
so they asked to have the case reopened. 

The remonstrants testified that they 
took the Graphic and Journal, and 
neither paper had contained an advertise- 
ment of the hearing, and they could 
hardly have been expected to look along 
the trees and fences for a notice of such 
an important matter. The board evi- 
dently agreed with them, for the hearing 
was reopened, and the remonstrants 
made oat a very strong case. They did 
not think that telephone poles would 
add to the beauty of their street, and the 
sentiment appeared te be as strong 
against any inroad of poles as was the 
case when the Telephone Company tried 
to get a location on West Newton bill. 

As the Telephone Company pays for 
the advertisement of the bearings it was 
probably out of consideration for them 
that such a cheap way of advertising was 
adopted, but it evidently was not satis- 
factory to the other parties affected, and 
did not accomplish its purpose iu in- 
forming them of what was intended. 

In old times, before newspapers were 
common, there used to be a public sign 
post, on which were placed all sorts of 
notices, so that the scattered inhabitants 
could sfop when passing, aud find out 
what was going on. Bat the public sign 
post was long ago abolished iu Newton, 
and it would seem that matters affecting 
so nearly the property owners should be 
advertised when they can be seen, 
Highland avenue people evidently think 
do, aud perhaps tbt-ir remonstrance 
may help to bring about a reform iu such 
matters. Because the Newton papers 
are “personae non gratae” to whoever 
has charge of advertising the heariugs, is 
no sufficient reason why property owners 
should not be informed of what nui- 
sances, as they may consider them, are 
contemplated in their vicinity. 


The worst weather of the winter was 
reserved for the second week in April, 
and the severe storm ofr Sunday had 
hardly subsided when a more severe 
northeaster met it, accompanied by a 
heavy snow fall, and great damage has 
been reported all along the coast, many 
vessels being wrecked, telephone and 
telegraph wires blown down, and all the 
wires in the sea coast cities more or less 
mixed up. Iu Newton less damage is 
reported than from points faither south, 
where the wind was more violent. The 
storm resembled in many respects the 
great blizzard of March, 1888, except 
that less snow fell. Here iu Newton the 
mercury did uot get do»u to freezing 
and the snow melted rapidly, although 
the suow plows had to be got out from 
their summer quarters, aud a large force 
of meu were put on to open out the 
gutters, a very unusual tiling in April. 
TLe pleasant weather of March roused 
anticipations of an eaily spring, which 
April has sadly disappointed. It is not 
thought, however, that much damage 
has been done to the budding t:ees aud 
the early spring flowers, as the weather 
has Lot yet been cold enough for that, 
although the storm has prepared people 
for the worst, and the usual stories of 
the total ruin of the peach crop have 
started on their rounds. We generally 
get about the same amount of disagree- 
able spring weather uud the first half of 
Apiil will make up for the unexpected 
milduesH of March. 


One thing appears to be demount rated 
by Newton’s experience with street rail- 
ways, which is that good mads are im- 
possible, when a street railway has its 
tracks in the centre of a narrow street. 
Constant repairing will keep them pass- 
able, but tho expense of this deters rnauy 
cities from doing more than making re- 
pairs once or twice a year. Newton has 
always had a high reputation for its 
uxcelluut roads, but the reason why it 
stood so high in this respect was the ab- 
sence of street railways iu its uarrow 
sheets. Cambridge and Somerville have 
about the worst roads of auy of the sub- 
urban cities, but oue reason for this is 
that they have scarcely a street of any 
importance that is uot cut up hy street 
railway tracks. In Newton it has been 
found by experience on Washington 
street, that wlreu the tracks are on the 
side of the street, the road is easily kept 
in good condition, while in other sections 
w ith lire trucks iu the centre, (he same 


travol wears out the road faster than it 
can be repaired. Street cars are ono of 
the modern conveniences that every city 
must, have, but they hive their draw- 
backs, like most other good things. Tho 
city fathers havo wisely determined to 
allow no more car tracks in narrow 
streets, and if this determination is per-’ 
sisted in, Newton may he able to main- 
tain its reputation for good roads 

The gieat objection to giving the 
school board power to spend money for 
school houses and other purposes, 1 i not 
that the board would be extravagant, or 
is not composed of able and capable busi- 
ness men, but that they repreHout only 
one branch of the city government, and 
are naturally included to consider the 
schools as the ouly important branch of 
the city expenditures. The City Counoil 
have to look at the expenses as a whole, 
and knowing all the departments that 
must be cared for, they can judge better 
whether an expenditure in ono particular 
department can be afforded or uot. Be- 
ing elected every year, the members of 
the City Council are held to a morestriot 
accountability for their actions, and auy 
extravagnut use of the city’s mouey 
would bo followed by swift retribution 
at the next election. The school cum. 
mittee, on the other hand, are not so 
close in their relations to the people, and 
it takes several years for the voters to 
show their dissatisfaction by changing 
the majority in the board. School com- 
mittees are apt to see only their own de- 
partment and are sometimes so im- 
pressed with the needs of the schools 
that they would find no difficulty in ex- 
pending the whole of the tax levy for 
school purposes. Having the City 
Council pass upon the expenditures has 
a restraining effect, and has so far served 
a useful purpose. Possibly if school 
committees had the power to appropri- 
ate money they would feel more responsi- 
bility, and develop more economical 
tendencies, but the popular impression 
is that school boards are the most ex- 
travagant portion of any city govern- 
ment, and this is the reason why the bill 
before the legislature is so generally op- 
posed. There is no more reason for 
making the school committee indepen- 
dent of the City Council, then for mak- 
ing the fire, or sewer, or any of the other

JAPANESE CLANSMEN. 

Pons Who Died lo Avenge Tlielr Father*. 

The Flirty-seven Konlii*. 

No ert snd 'r of tlio west, no viking 
of the n rth, cherished a higher ideal 
of loyhlty nml chivalry than the clans- 
men of (id Japan; no C’orsiean more 
ruthlessly handed down a feud from 
generation to g( neration or exacted from 
eon and brother the execution of a 
sterner vt ndetta. The Satsuma men of 
today triumph in the fact that their 
own e word s have avenged in this gen- 
eration the defeat inflicted on their fore- 
fathers in tlio year 1,000 by tho Todu- 
gnwa clan. 

Legend and drama recount every day 
to enger enr.s tlio stories of sons who 
died to nvengo their fathers, clansmen 
that they might slnv tho foemen who 
had caused the death of their lord. Tho 
favorite heroes, who hold in popular 
estimation the place assigned by us to 
Robin Hood and his men, are the 47 rob- 
ins, n name given to men who havo 
lost their clanship. 

Their lord was obliged to commit 
hara kiri, or judicial suicide, for hav- 
ing within royal precincts drawn his 
sword on a noble who had insulted him, 
and these stanch vassals devoted them- 
selves to the destruction of tho insu It- 
er, knowing assuredly that, having slain 
him, -they would ho equally condemned 
to take their own lives. 

Still may he seen fresh incense sticks 
burning before the graves of their lead- 
er and his young son and visiting cards 
stuck into the little tablets aheve them 
as tokens of the respect in which they 
are held by those who know their story 
and deplore their doom. 

Mr. Black records that at a review 
of British troops in 18(51 nt Yokohama 
a great daimio was watching with in- 
terest tho maneuvers of their regiments 
and batterii s ot artillery stationed there. 
At tho conclusion he was asked to al- 
low the escort of his retainers who had 
accompanied him to go through their 
drill and tactics, to which he readily 
consented. 

Turning to Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
who was inspecting the troops, he proud- 
ly said; 

“My retinue is small, and their tac- 
tics are not worthy of notice after what 
we have seen, hut there is not one man 
among them who, if I say die, will not 
unhesitatingly sacrifice his life at my 
command. ” — Nineteenth Century. 


The Repairs Were Made. 

The Rev. Mr. Adams of Leominster 
was un eccentric character and had 
no hesitation in speaking liis mind, ei- 
ther to congregation or to individuals.

The feathers scattered in ev- 
ery direction, hut pausing only to ex- 
claim, “Why, how these leathers fly!” 
he proceeded with his discourse. 

He had fulfilled his brother minis- 
ter’s request of not addressing the con- 
gregation directly on the subject, hut 
all the same he had effected his point. 
Next Sunday the window and cushions 
were found to be in excellent repair. —

Removing GIuhn Stoppers. 

Sometimes it is very difficult to re- 
move a glass stopper from a bottle. A 
cloth wet in hot water generally is 
sufficient, hat if this fails, remember 
the principle is to expand the neck of 
tho bottle by heat and not tiie stopper. 
With hot water tho latter is often heat- 
ed equally with the neck, and thus the 
desired effect is not produced. By hold- 
ing tho neck of the bottle about half an 
inch above the flame of a lamp or cau- 
dle, however, in a few seconds the most 
obstinate cork will generally come out. 
Cure must be taken to turn the bottle 
rapidly and not allow the flames to 
touch the glass, as it might crack it. 
When the glass is tborouurhiv heated, a 
steady pull and twist will almost al- 
ways bring out the stopper . — Exchange.

TOR ALDRUMRS LISTEN TO KKMON 
STRANTS AOAINRT GRANTING DRUO- 
GIST LICENSES— THEY RESCIND THK 
Jt. A U. RAILROAD SCHEDULE ORDER. 


Tho meeting of the aldermen, Monday 
ovenitnr, proved of much importance, the 
remonstrants • against the granting of 
druggists’ licenses and somi of the gen- 
tlemen interested in the N. & B. street 
railway bringing to the front for 
consideration by the chamber two mat- 
ters of general interest. 

The mayor presided and Alderman 
Thompson was absent. 

The records wore read and approved. 
The mayor before introducing the 
business of the meeting made a state- 
ment relative to giving notice of hear- 
ings ordered by the board. 

He said any statement bo may have 
made last week about advertising hear- 
ings was not meant as a redaction in any 
sense upon the city clerk. The latter 
acted under the authority of the board, 
lie believed it desirable that bearings 
should bo thoroughly adyertUed for the 
benedt of the citizeus interested in these 
various matters.

A hearing was then opened on the 
location for a turnout on Walnut near 
Homer street, asked by the N. A B. 
street railway company. 

H. B. Parker for the company said the 
petition had been presented to obviate 
the dissatisfaction expressed by the 
people of Newton Centre at the present 
s i vice. With a turnout at this point 
the Walnut street cars from both termi- 
nals would meet, doing away with any 
waiting on the part of Newton Centre 
passeugers at Homer street. 

The hearing was closed. 

A heariug on petition of the N. & W. 
Gas Light Co. for pole in Claremont 
street and Fairmont aveuues was closed 
without remonstrance. 

The mayor said he had received the 
proclamation of Gov. Greenhalge, for 
the observance of “Patriots’ Day,” 
April 19, and Arbor Day, April 28. 

A communication from Charity Lodge 

I. O. G. T., was read protesting against 
the granting of any Oth class liquor 
license at Nonintum. It was signed by 
James W. Moore, secretary. 

The Massachusetts Bicycle Club peti- 
tioned for permit to pass through New- 
ton ou their return from participating in 
the parade at Lexington, April 19. with- 
out lanterns. Signed by E. C. Wade, 
secretary, A. D. Peck, captaiu. 

The mayor s»id the request could uot 
be granted without violating the ordi- 
nance. 

Alderman Plummer asked if some con- 
cession could not be made by disposing 
lanterhs so as cover the progress of the 
club. He thought the ordinance applied 
more particularly to individual riders, 
whereas this would he a large body. 

The communication was placed on file. 
Papers from the commou council were 
passed in concurrence.

DftUOQIStS’ LICENSES. 

At S o’clock the hearing on granting 22 
Oth class liquor liceuses to local druggists 
was opeueu. 

The mayor submitt d each petition 
separatily for consideration, commenc- 
ing with the name of John F. Williams, 
Nouautum, in the store of W. F. Grace 
& Co. 

Ex-Councilman Reuben Forkuall ad- 
dressed the board as a remonstrant. He 
had nothing iu particular against this 
one store, but protested against the 
granting of licenses iu Nouautum. It 
was impossible for three drug stores to 
do a legitimate business successfully in 
that village. He believed die expres- 
sion at the polU by the citizens of New- 
tou shou d applv to the drug stores of 
the city. It is just as sincere an expres- 
sion agaiust them as agaiust the kitchen 
bar rooms. He di i Dot meau to imply 
that none of the stores were doing a 
legal business; lie believed s uue of them 
were. In reference to Mr Williams, 
whose petition was now before the hoard, 
he said two years ago Mr. Grace applied 
for a license aud was refused, as he was 
not a registered pharmacist. He then 
hired a clerk aud a license was procured 
iu the latter’s name, with the under- 
standing that be was a partner in the 
lirm. Mr. Grace aud his clerk had a fall- 
ing out afterward and the clerk went 
away, taking the liceuse with him. 
Thereupon Mr. Grace was obliged to 
hire another clerk and secure another 
license. 

Now was a good time to demonstrate 
the expression made in the inaugural 
ruessige of the mayor. The number of 
liceuses granted annually iu the city be 
believed wis too large, aud he believed 
kitchen bar looms were no greater curse 
to the community thau illegally con- 
ducted drug stores. 

Alderman Hamilton asked if be 
thought the parties referred to were iu- 
competent to keep a drug store? 

Mr. Forkuall said he did uot state that, 
He objected to the mauuer iu which the 
license was procured. 

Alderman Rumery asked if Mr. Wil- 
liams aud Mr. Grace were uot iu partner- 
ship. 

Mr. Forkuall did uot believe s>>. lie 
understood partnership papers hail been 
made out but believed it existed ouly ou 

f taper. The fact that the other clerk who 
eft was a “partner” did not interfere with 
au abrupt departure, and a now clerk iu 
his place with similar relations. 

Alderman Hunt asked if Mr. Grace 
was uot pretty well versed iu mediciue? 
He manufactured a patent mediciue. 


Mr. Forkuall said he had been In tho 
drug business two years and tho 
aid* rmeu could Judge of his knowledge 
from that. 

The mayor stated that Mr. Grace was 
not a registered ptiarmicist, never wai, 
and could not bo granted a license. 

Alderman Plummer asked the ox- 
councilman if ho meant to characterize 
tho Nonantum stores as uo better than 
kitchen bar rooms. 

Mr. Forknall »aid his statement was 
that an illegally conducted drug store, 
authorized as it is to soli liquor, was ns 
injurious to a community as the kitchen 
bar rooms which are frequently discovered 
and closed up. 

Alderman Hunt asked if the fact that 
Mr. Grace and Mr. Williams were 
pirtners or not would affect the license. 

The mayor thought not. Tho liceuse 
must be granted to a registered pliarni- 
icist. 

Johu Boyce said with others ho protest- 
ed against so many drug stores in Nonan- 
tum two years ago. When Mr. Grace 
opened his store at that time W. M. 
Russell owued the store just taken by J. 
G. Kilburn. Mr. Russell’s trade fell off 
soon after this to such an extent that he 
was obliged to soli out his business. It 
was purchasrd by Mr. Murphy and whon 
the license was taken away by the aider- 
men some weeks ags, ho fouud he could 
uot run it nud sold out to another party. 
This demonstrated to him that the store 
could not be run in a legitimate manner. 
Such places were detrimental to the 
young men of the community aud be was 
opposed to the giautiug of more than 
oue. if any, liceuse iu Nouautum. 

Alderman II imiltou asked what the 
sentiment of the place was in regard to 
the matter. 

Mr. Boyce believed the best sentiment 
of the villige to be against license. 

The mayor asked Mr. Foiknall if he 
represented anyone iu the hearing. 

Mr. Forknall said be repr sented 
Charity Lodge of Good Templars as a 
member oulv. 

The bearing was closed. 

Before proceeding with the next peti- 
tion the mayor submitted a remonstrance 
from Loyalty Lodge of Good Templars, 
West Newton, asking that no Oth class 
licenses be granted throughout the 
city. 

As the petition was of so general a 
character the petitioners were given an 
opportunity to be heard at that point. 

Mr. M. L. Emerson said tbe principles 
of the order were strictly prohibitory 
and it had been brought to their notice 
by many of the members that the 
licenses were abused in several instances. 
Tbe order bad therefore voted to remon- 
strate against the granting of auy liceuses 
by tbe city government. 

Alderman Plummer asked bow large a 
body be represented. 

Mr. Emersou replied that the member- 
ship of the lodge was sbout fifty. 

Q.— Who brought the attention of your 
lodge to these cases? The gentlemen 
members? 

A.— Both ladies aud geutlemen. 

Q. — Have any complaints reached you 
about Mr. W. P. Thorn or Mr. E. W. 
Keyes. 

A.— No, Sir. 

Mr. A. H. Wiggiu corroborated Mr. 
Emerson’s statements. He believed in uo 
license to druggists. He had authorita- 
tive knowledge from others of illegal 
sales being made aud that habitual drink- 
ers bought liquor of Newtou dmggists. 
Oue druggist in each village was certain- 
ly sufficient for all requirements. He 
kuew from others that liquor was pro- 
cured without prescription or signa- 
ture. 

Alderman Plummer— Cau you prove 
that au illegal sale has been made by any 
druggist? Are you aware that proof of 
one illegal sale placed before tbe liceuse 
committee is sufficient to revoke a 
license? 

Mr. Wiggin could prove oothiug from 
personal knowledge. 

Q.— You are a conductor on the B. & A. 
road and see a good deal of the effects of 
liquoi? 

A.— Yes, sir. 

Q— Do you thiuk if these men could 
get it at home they would go to Boston 
for it? 

A. — Those people who give us troublo 
ou the traius are not the oues who patron- 
ize the drug stores. Many of the latter 
would uot be seen in a bar room. 

Auother petition was presented at this 
time from residents aud property holders 
at Newtou Upper Falls, protesting 
agiiust the granting of licenses iu 
P»ecinct One of Ward Five. It was 
signed by Otis T. Pettee, (by request) 
W. L. Thompson, W. H. Bancroit, 
Benj iiuiu Newell, A. J. Grover and six 
others. Three of the signers qualified 
their opinion. None of Uie signers were 
present when called, but Mr. Oscar A. 
Nutter responded. 

His name was not on the petition, lie 
said, but he was connected iu business 
there and had from 300 to 500 hands iu 
lii.s cliaige for whom ho wished to speak 
from a basiuess standpoint. He had 
more or less of drinking men to uonteud 
with, many of whom bought their liquor 
at tbe local drug stores. It was hard to 
get men who had b aught liquor there to 
come out and say so, but he had beeu 
told by parties that they had bought 
liquor. He was told the youug people 
who came here with their remonstrance 
could not get property owners to support 
them, hut a petition had beeu circulated 
that afternoon with tbe result shown. 

The mayor asked him how be was 
connected in business. 

Mr. Nutter— I am connected with the 
Pettee Machine Works; I am tbe assist- 
ant superintendent. 

Alderman Ruffe— Do you mean to ro- 
fuse the grauting of liceuses to all tbe 
Waid Five druggists? 

A. — The petition refers toPreciuct One 
which is Upper Falls. 

Alderman Plummer— Do you think 
there will be a pe i e »tible decrease iu 
the driukiug there if liceuBes are re- 
fused? 

A.— I have every reason to thing it 
will be decreased. 

Q.— Uuve you uo reputable druggist 
iu Newton Upper Falls? 

A.— [after loug hesitation] I don’t 
want to say whether we have or not. 

Alderman II uuilton asked the tueau- 
ing of the petitiou. He uoticed some of 
the signers qualified their opinion. 

The mayor said all but three were op- 
posed to auy license being granted. 

Alderman Hamilton to Mr. Nutter- 
How would business be affected if liceuses 
were uot granted? 

A.— There were 283 uo liceuse townH 
iu 1883 and only fifity-uiua of them 
grauted druggists liceuses. There were 
mauy places which did not grant auy 
liceuse. 

Alderman Plummer— Do you have auy 
kitchen bar rooms iu Upper Kails? 

Mr. Nutter — Are there or are there 
supposed to be? 

Aldermau Plummer— Are there sup- 
posed to be? 

A. — Yes, I tbiuk there are? 

In reply to Alderman Rummy at this 
point the mayor stated that the ikh class 
liceuse was qualified iu uo way. A per- 
son simply had to sigu a book to procure 
all lie wauled. If no license is grauted it 
prohibits tbe use of any alcohol iu the 


store. 

Mr. J. W. Mitchell ns a business mnn 
nnd resident of Upper Falls wished to 
speak on tho m it, tor. lie presented a 
>ew facts tor the consideration of the 
hoard which he had just obtained in 
Boston. There were 283 towns which 
voted no license iu 1883 and only fifty- 
nine of these granted druggists license. 
Brockton druggists have had no liquor 
licenses for seven years, Quincy nouo 
since 1883 md .Somerville, Everett and 
Cambridge have granted none this year. 
Attention was culled particularly to 
Quincy ntid Brockton where it had not 
been deemed wise to grant licenRo to 
druggists, tie spoko of a small town in 
the western part of the state which 
grauted druggists licenses after several 
years prohibition, and one drug store 
sold 7000 pints iu one month after receiv- 
ing the license. 

Aldeiman Plummer — In reference to 
Quincy, didn’t Mr. Faxon say recently 
you could buy more liquor there than in 
any other town iu the Suite? 

Mr. Mitchell did not believe such a 
statement was true. Continuing, ho said 
regarding the standing of the drug stores 
at. Upper Falls he would commeuce with 
Mr. Billiugs. 

This store has beeu conducted up to 
two week ago by a man who did just as 
he chose, Mr. Billings not boing piesent. 
Ho stated this boldly aud fearlessly and 
bad tbe facts to back it up. Tbe other 
place had been opened by a man who had 
no knowledge of pharmacy who had 
hired a man for a clerk, aud tbe place 
bad been opened for tbe purpose of sell- 
ing liquor. 

Mr. Kerrivau, father of one of the 
firm, interrupted Mr. Mitchell: — Can you 

J ot anvono to say they have bought 
iquor there not accordiug to law? 

in reply Mr. Mitchell said he made no 
such statemeut. lie did not know of 
anyone who had bought liquor there 
illegally. 

Alderman Roffe— You sav there has 
beeu a change receutly iu Mr. Billiugs 
store? 

Mr. Mitchell— Yes, sir. I think be 
proposes to conduct the business iu a 
proper manner. 

Alderman Hamilton— Would you be in 
favor of granting him a license? 

A.— I caunot say. I have studied tbe 
question very tuorougbly but could uot 
state. I should shed no tears if none 
were granted in Newton. 

Tbe mayor— What occasioned tbe 
change two weeks ago? 

A. — l think I did. 

Q.— In what way? 

A.— By a very serious conversation 
with tbe proprietor. 

Continuing he said two families of bis 
employes were utterly broken up by the 
facility they bad for getting liquor. 
They were both bard workiug meu. but 
fouud they could easily procure all ibe 
drink necessary 'without going to Bos- 
ton. The result was disastrous to them- 
selves and families, oue borne being en- 
tirely broken up as a result. 

The mayor — Where do you thiuk they 
got the liquoi? 

A.— At Mr. Billiugs drug store. 
Alderman Plummer— Did they ac- 
knowledge it? 

A.— Better proof than that, my fneud. 

Q — Did they sigu for ii? 

A.— I don’t think they did? 

Q.— What object could there be iu the 
druggist evading the law when at* that 
is necessary is the signature of the pur- 
chase? 

A.— If a man bad a bottle filled eight 
or teu times a day it might be thought 
he used it for somethihg beside medi- 
cire. 

Q. — Was Mr Billings cognizant of the 
maimer iu which the store was conducted 
previous to the change? 

Mr. Mitchell— Oh, don’t ask me. I 
don’t know. I hive a great deal of re- 
spect tor Mr. Bernard Billings. He has 
been placed in a terrible position aud 
perhaps did not fully realize it. 1 think 
he iutends to do a legitimate and lawful 
business from this out. I have knowu 
him for a good while aud believe him 
sincere and trustworthy. 

Regardiug kitchen bar rooms, Mr. 
Mitchell said they did uot iuu for a 
great while as there was a chief of police 
and patrolmen who suppressed them, but 
the liceused druggists wore beyond their 
control. 

Mr. M. H. Coffin of Upper Falls spoke 
against the grautiug ot licenses. 

Tbe balance of tbe petitions were then 
read by the mayor and the heariugs 
closed.

Mrs. Margaret Lane et. al., petitioned 
that the watering cart omit portions ot 
Beucou aud Wuluut streets the coming 
season. Referred. 

D miel O’Hearu was granted permit to 
muve a building on Hammond street to 
tbe Brookliue line ou motion of Alder- 
mau Roffe.

Ru- 
le nod. ' 

Au order granting tho N. E. Tel. <fe 
Tel. Co. localioii ou Parker and Dudley 
streets was passed, also grauting the N. 
& W. Gas Light Co. location ou Clare- 
mont aud Fairmouut avenues, aud corner 
of Waverley aveuue aud Sargent street. 

Alexander Tyler et. al., petitioned the 
city cjuucil to take immediate steps to- 
ward tbe acquirement of Crystal lake aud 
such land as is necessary for approaches 
thereto. 

Referred to the park committee aud 
city solicitor. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented the 
supplementary agreement of G. A 
Blauey, et. al., on tbe northern route. 

TO RECONSIDER TIIKIK ACTION. 

Aldermau Plummer at this time called 
the ulteutiou of the board to the order 
passed two weeks ago requiring the 
Newton & Boston street railway to ruu 
their ears on a 20 miuute schedule com- 
mencing “on or before April 10.” He 
was absent when the order passed aud 
now understood it to bo unjust aud 
wished to have it rescinded aud the sub- 
ject reopeueU for debate. He said tbe 
directors were well kuowu gentlemen, 
disposed to afford couveuieuce to their 
patrons iu every possible way. He was 
absolutely satisfied that the last mouth 
had caused them a deficit of $500. The 
peoplo of Newtou Ceutre had beeu ap- 
proached aud were evidently satisfied. 
The order passed by the council would 
iuliiot a daily loss of $1(1 on the company 
which be thought was a hardship th it 
should uot be placed upon them. 

Aldermau RoiTu spoke very determined- 
ly agaiust any such actiou. Thu com- 
pany said last year when this matter 
came before the aldermen that they 
would adjust the time sulibfactoiily as 
soou as the winter was over. Therefore 
the matter was allowed to go with that 
understanding. The service given wus 
of uo beuetit whatever as now conduct- 
ed, aud the people of Newtou Centre 
would be glad to have the tracks lakeu 
up if uo better service was to be given. 
Passengers cau not tell what tiuro tbe 
cars go or come, ami the road is not do- 
ing a thing to accommodate the people.

schedule to go into operation, and they 
have not compli- d with the order. lie 
should tavor rescinding the order and let 
the railwny committee and company 
come together and understand every 
bearing of the case on that ground. 

Alderman It (To to President II. B. 
Parker — Have you changed the running 
time of your cars today as ordeiod by 
this board? 

Pres. Pirker — I don’t know of any 
change being m ido. They are running 
on the same time today as they have t.o 
past few weeks. 

Q. — You did not obey the order of the 
city government? 

A. — We have only got four boxcirs 
and five would be necessary to comply 
with the order. 

Alderman IiotTe said there was no dis- 
position on the part of the people of 
Newton Centre to quarrel with tho rail- 
road. but they did not waut the trncks 
disfiguring their streets longer if the 
road, could not give them desirable ser 
vice. 

Alderman Hamilton thought it was 
well to have all tho light possible upon 
these matters. It was impossible for 
him to vote intelligently without a 
thorough understanding of the question. 
He should strongly favor re-opening tho 
question. 

Alderman Plummer did not wish to be 
understood as antagonistic to the wishes 
of Newton Centre ci izens, but as busi- 
ness men receiving reasonable service 
from the company, he did not believe 
they would a*k the company to go to an 
extra expense per day ot $10. 

Alderman RolTe asked what was called 
reasonable service. Tbe cars as run at 
present were of no earthly use. They 
were simply a nuisance to the people of 
Newton Centre, and they had rather 
have the streets restored to their former 
state than have them continue. 

Alderman Plummer renewed his mo- 
tion to rescind the order. 

Alderman Roffo said in the absence of 
a member of the railroad committee, he 
would like the order tabled. 

His motion failed of passage and the 
board then voted to rescind the order. 

Alderman Plummer presented the 

E etition of A. Van Wagenen et. al., to 
avo the name of Woodland avenue 
changed to Woodland road. The peti- 
tion bore the name of every abuttor. 
Referred. 

Reports were submitted recommend- 
ing the granting of various petitions for 
sidewalks. 

WIDEN WASHINGTON STREET. 
Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
requesting the city engineer to prepare 
plans for the widening of Washington 
street to 75 feet, leaving those portions 
next the B. & A. railroad from Hall 
Btreet to Church street, Newton, and 
from Harvard to Lowell street, Newton- 
ville, intact. 

The committee believed, he said, that 
75 feet was wide enough for a business 
street. The plans will be ready about 
the middle of May, and the present city 
government will then have a chance to 
carry the matter through. 

The order was adopted. 

L. E. Leland et. al., petitioned for 
sidewalk on Washington street. Re- 
ferred. 

An order passed appropriating $74 800 
for May expenses of the city. 

Orders were passed for sidewalks on 
Lincoln, Sewall and Highland streets, 
granting a bearing on roundiDg the 
corners of Elmwood and Park streets, 
laying sewer through private land near 
Huncewell avenue, and appointing hear- 
ing for the same, laying sewer in Mt. 
Vernou terrace and street, Institution 
avenue, aud Chase street. 

John K. Taylor et. al., petitioned for 
sewer in Edinboro street; Latilla J. Kun- 
ball for sidewalk on Kimball terrace. 
Referred. 

Geo. B. King et. al.. petitioned for con- 
crete sidewalks ou Lake avenue. Re- 
ferred. 

Alderman Plummer enquired the 
present status of the order for a railroad 
commission for the separation of gradeB. 

The mayor said the order had been 
taken under advisement by tbe court and 
must await their decision. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved to go into 
executive session, the board so voting.

HAVE A DRAWN 1IATTLB. 


A Mewtou Artist. 

A correspondent in Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia, sends us the fullowiug with 
reference to a former resident of our 
city: 

Mr. Henrv P. Spaulding, the son of 
Rev. H. G." Spaulding, who graduated 
from the Newton High school and later 
from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has acquired quite a reputa- 
tion here and elsewhere in Southern 
California as a water color artist. 
Though he has been painting but a com- 
paratively short time, Mr. Spaulding has 
developed au individuality of style which 
gives his work a special artistic value. 
Ilis water colors have the delicacy of 
this class of paintings with much of tbe 
streugth of paiutuigs iu oil. While he 
would be ranked as uu “impressionist,” 
his impressionism is not extreme. lie 
really gives you the scene which he 
wants you to see, uo r . vague color hints 
of what the scene is supposed to look 
like. In reproducing the peculiar quality 
of the Californian sky aud atmosphere 
he is exceptionally happy. Ou his canvas 
the Paoitio coast displays tbe deep blue 
of its watery plaiu, the shimmer aud 
sparkle of its rock-tossed waves and the 
translucent air that butbes the whole. 
The old Franciscan Missions have found 
iu Mr. Spaulding a painter who can in- 
terpret the picturesque charm of their 
architecture, Hence at all his recent ex- 
hibitions iu the Hotel de Coronado, the 
Raymoud and elsewhere, these pictures 
of Californian subjects have met with a 
ready sale and many of them are now ou 
their way to some of the best private aud 
public collections iu the priuoipul cities 
of tho Eastern States. 

Mr. Spaulding is soon to journey to the 
Northern sections of the Pacific coast 
aud expeots to be iu New Euglaud iu 
the early summor.

The great Brookline — Newton debate, 
which Ins been looked forward to for 
so long a timo by the high school 
scholars, is now history, and will be 
ranked among the many enterprises, 
wifi oh the claM of ’114 has undertaken 
and carried through to a successful 
termination. 

[t was held in the gymnasium, New- 
tonville, on the evening of April 14, at 
7 45. Long before that time, the crowds 
which entered tho door, attested to the 
widf-sproad Interest which was felt in 
tbe debate. 

About 8 o’clock, Mr. Warren S. Davis 
ascended the platform with a gentleman 
whom he introduced In an exceedingly 
felicitous manner as the Hon. Gorham 
D. Gilman, the presiding officer of the 
evening. 

Mr. Gilman was greeted with hearty 
applause, and he made a little prelimiu 
ary speech, introducing the judges, 
Messrs. James T. Allen aud C. M. Bar- 
rows, and also the speakers from New- 
ton and Brookline. He then read the 
point at issue. 

Resolved.— That the Hawaiian offer of 
annexation should have been accepted, 
and went on with tho aid of a map to 
point out the advantages the possession 
of Hawaii would give to the United 
States. This highly tickled the Newton 
supporters, who favored annexation, 
while it made the Brookline constituoLcy 
look rather glum. Iu concluding his re 
marks, Mr. Gilman announced Mr. 
Frederick T. Wood, of Newton, as the 
first speaker. 

Mr. Wood did great credit to the New- 
ton side, f bowing the corarm rdnl and 
international importance of the Islands 
to this country in a clear manner, ue 
took his soat amid great applause. Mr. 
Gilman praised him for his able sta e 
ment of the facts, and introduced Mr. 
John Cousens from Brookline as the 
first speaker on the negative side. 

Mr. Cousens did not attempt to answer 
any of Mr. Woods’ arguments, but 
rather tried to prove from the facts 
known, that the Uuited States took an 
unlawful partin the overthrow of Queen 
Liliolukilauin, and in the formation of 
the Provisional Government. His speech 
was a strong one, his severe attack on 
ex-Minister Steven’s character detracting 
a little from it, however. He terminated 
his speech amid a general clappiug of 
hatid«. 

Mr. Harold D. Gilbert of Newton theu 
delivered a stirring address, breaking 
down some of the arguments of the op- 
position, answering the objections in re- 
gard to the native population, picking 
several of Mr. Cousens’ statements to 
tieces, uutil that gentleman squirmed in 
iis seat, and retired amid a thuuder of 
applause. 

After a recess of five minutes, the de 
fence of the negitive side was continued 
by Mr. Marshall Stearns. Iu his speeoh 
he tried to prove that it was going 
against precedent aud against the policy 
of Daniel Webster and the Monroe doc- 
trine to annex the Islands. He also 
spent considerable time iu answering 
arguments. Mr. Stearns is a cool and 
careful speaker, aud his insinuating aud 
sarcastic manner more than once made 
the Newton supporters feel uneasy. 

He was followed by Pres. F. B. Blanch- 
ard of the Newton High Lyceum, who 
summed up all the points iu favour of 
annexation, launching sentence after 
sentence of glowing argument against 
his opponents, aud finished with great 
eloquence. 

Last but not least came Mr. Niels 
Christensen of Brookline, who without 
doubt delivered the ablest and best pre- 
pared speech of the evening. Although 
the writer could not agree with Mr. 
Christensen’s views, yet he was intense- 
ly iaterested iu the address. 

After the noise of the applause follow- 
ing Mr. Christensen’s speech had died 
away, Mr. Gilman called upon the judges 
to announce their decision. The judges 
said that in the short time given them 
they could come to no decision, and so 
called it a tie. The meeting then broke 
up, each side well satisfied that their 
speakers had won. Mr. Gilmau stated 
privately, however, that be marked the 
speakers on a scale of A. B. C. and that 
he gave the Newton side A. A. and B., 
while he gave the Brookline side A. A. 
and C., thus conferring the victory upon 
tbe home speakers. 

The Lyceum is under great obligations 
to Mr. Gilman, Mr. Allen and Mr. Bar- 
rows for so kindly rendering their ser- 
vices. 

The proceeds of tho meetiug. which 
were about twenty-seven dollars, will be 
used in buying reference books for the 
school.

Favoring Corporations.

It continues to be noticeable that 
favorable repoits of measures iu the 
interests of powerful corporations seem 
to be the rule rather than the exception. 
A striking example is offered by the 
Philadelphia syndicate which is “financ- 
ing” the Lynn & Boston street railway 
the most approved speculative plans.

If this bill becomes a law. it will work 
a new departure in Massachusetts legis- 
lation. It will jeopard all the industries 
of the state, as affording reckless specu- 
lators abroad, as well as at home, the 
knowledge that Massachusetts is a good 
field for stock watering and corporation 
wrecking.

OBJECTING TO LICENSES. 


There were a uumber of objections to 
the granting of licenses to several drug- 
gists, Monday night, and the remon- 
strants indulged in some very sweeping 
assertions. But when cross-examined 
by Alderman Plummer, who showed a 
desire to get at the facts, the remon- 
strants began to qualify their statements 
and admit that they were founded on 
hearsay evidence, and that they could 
not substantiate them by their own 
knowledge. Such testimony is of course 
worthless from a legal point of view, 
except as showing what is the common 
opinion of a druggist, and the smaller 
the community the greater is the gossip. 

The whole thing shows the difficulty 
the aldermen have to labor under, they 
can not take gossip as evidence, aud be- 
cause a witness states that a drug store 
is only a ‘’kitchen bar room,” they cau 
not refuse a license unless the witness 
has some evidence to present to back up 
bis assertion. 

It may be and doubtless is true that 
there are too many drug stores in some 
of the small villages, aud that they are 
uot as carefully conducted as tuey should 
be. But it would seem to be a compara- 


will bo toiay, since these consessions 
have lapsed. The first plan was to make 
the street 100 feet wide, but an extension 
of its limits to 75 feet would probably 
answer the purpose, especially as there 
are so many objectors to the plan of 
attempting to make a boulevard of a 
street which adj *ins a steam railroad on 
one side for the greater part of the dis- 
tance. Most people, liowevor, have 
come to lo lk upon the talk of widening 
Washington street, like the talk of 
abolishing grade crossings, as merely 
‘‘.in iridescent dream.” 

The Newton Hospital had a daily avei- 
age of forty patients in March, an un- 
usually large number, and there was an 
average of five in the coutagious 
wards. This large increase in patients 
adds to the expense of ruuning the Hos- 
pital, and $2000 a month is now requited 
to pay all the bills incurred. The funds 
are gettiug low and the Hospital will 
need more money to carry it through the 
year. The sick and suffering must be 
cared for, and the people of Newton have 
always seen to it that in some way the 
expenses could be met, and they will un- 
doubtedly do so this year, but it takes a 
good doal of faith on the part of the 
trustees to act upon this belief. The 
cost per patient is less than in any other 
of the neighboring hospitals, so economi- 
cally and wisely is everything connected 
with the hospital mauaged, and those 
who give can feel sure that every dollar 
will be made to go as far as possible. 
Most hospitals of the size of the Newton 
Hospital have a large endowment fund 
to draw upon, and in time this will 
probably be the case here. 

This is a happy time for the fortunate 
person who has some improved real 
estate he wants to mortgage. He can 
have auy number of would be 
mortgagors from which to choose, 
among them many savings banks which 
have a large surplus to invest, and the 
competition makes the rate of interest a 
low one. Evidently there is no lack of 
money which can be hired, if one has 
any good security to offer. The City of 
Newton has just borrowed a large sum of 
money in anticipation of taxes at 2 1-2 
per cent., and interest is so low that it is 
a favorable time to borrow money for 
public improvements.

tively easy talk for the neighbors who 
object to the license to gather evidence 
to support their charges, and if they 
know that the law has been violated, to 
keep such a watch upon the place as to 
be able to present the facts to tbe proper 
authorities. 

Tbe most bitter complaints came from 
Nonautum. where there are three drng 
stores iu a small village, aud where it is 
evident euough that the sale of prescrip- 
tions and patent medicines atoue would 
Dot be sufficient to support one store, 
and leave much profit to the proprietor. 
How the three manage to get a living 
was the point aimed at by the remon- 
strants, represented by Mr. Forkuall and 
Mr. Boyce. 

One of them stated that no druggist 
who conducted his business with a due 
tegard to the law could make a living 
there, aud if the remonstrants had gone 
seriously to work, they might have suc- 
ceeded in their efforts. 

It is a question for the aldermen to 
consider, whether there shall any limit 
be placed upon the number of licenses 
that are granted in any one village. If 
only four licenses are granted in Newton, 
tbe largest centre of population iu the 
city, why should three be granted in 
Nonantum, oue of the sm illest villages 
in Newton? 

There is this to be slid for tho remon- 
strants, however, they claim that the 
city keeps a force of officers to see that 
the laws are obeyed, aud that it is uot 
tbe business of private citizens to step 
in and aid them. The officials can visit 
the drug stores at all hours, look over 
their books, see the men who are 
gathered iu their back-rooms, aud secure 
testimony, while if a private citizen at- 
tempted to do this, he might be liable to 
receive bodily injury, and he w..uld cer- 
tainly make enemies. If tbe drug stores 
were carefully looked after by the police, 
the remonstrants say, the aldermen 
would then have something definite to 
go upon, wheu tbe question of granting 
licenses makes its annual appearance. As 
it is now, the aldermen do uot like to 
make any marked diitiuctions, aud they 
can not well refuse a license unless for 
some good and sufficient reason, such as 
maktng it a rule to grant only oue license 
for every two thousand people. 


The question of widening Washington 
street made its periodical appearauce 
before the board of aldermen, Mouday 
night, when an order was passed in- 
structing the city eugiueer to seoure 
estimates of the cost of widening it to a 
width of 75 feet. The same work was 
done, we believe, by City Engineer

THE PLaYKRS 


OlVK A VRRY SUCCESSFUL I’F.ltFORM- 
ANCK OF rilE MAGISTRATE. 


The Players gave their 20rh series of 
performance* at City Hall, M »n ay ati.l 
Tuesda oveniugs. before large and en- 
thusiastic audiences. 

This farce in three acts. as it is described 
by the author, oiiginally had a l mg run 
in London, but ha* never been presented 
in this country outside of New York and 
B *ston, and then only by special arrange- 
ment with the author or his agents. 

“Better than the last performances” 
has often been an expression of IochI 
comment, especially encouraging to “The 
Players.” In some respects, this asser- 
tion could be applied to “The Magis 
trate” with perfect truth. More farcical 
than “S*eet Ltvender,” the situations 
are more ludicrous. The comic is not 
neutralized bv pathos in any situation, 
the amusement of the audience not being 
affected in the least by any count r emo- 
tions. The ability with which the play 
was presented was no less marked tbeu 
heretofore, and anyone who prefers a 
good farce to light comedy would be apt 
to make the above comment. 

The opportunity for absurd situations 
may be seen from the argument. Agatha 
Posket. who has generously concealed 
her real age fr »m her husbaud, found it 
necessary, but awkward, to take five in- 
teresting years from the ace of Cis F »r 
ringdon, her son by her first husband. 
The boy’s god father, Col. Lukyn, sud 
rlenly returns from India after tw nty 
years absence, and is invited to dine 
with his old school-fellow, Posket, the 
Magistrate. Upon the pretext of visit- 
ing an ill ftiend, Agatha seeks Col. 
Lukyu to txplain her predicament and 
post him ou her innoceut and generous 
deceit. She traces him to the Hotel des 
Princes to which Cis has succeeded in 
enticing his good-natured step-father. 
Cis has secretly had a room at the hotel 
and is sadly in arreats to the landlord, 
Aohille Blonde, and Mr. Posket excuses 
his indiscretion for accompanying Cis on 
the score of extricating the boy from his 
financial difficulties. 

C >1. Lukyu, Agatha, Charlotte. Agathas’ 
gist r, C pt. Vale, Lukyn’a frie* d. who 
is eugagtd to Chari *tte, Cis and 
Mr. Posket all remaiu alter the lawfully 
prescribed hour for closing, and the con- 
sequence is a raid by the police for 
breaking the licensing laws. Cis aud 
Mr. Posket escape. Col. Lukyn and 
party, objecting to arrest, have the extra 
charge against them of obstructing the 
police. During the search iu thedaik 
by the police at the end of the second 
act, a most ludicrous situation is pre- 
sented wi h Posket and Mrs. Posket 
biding under a table. Posket is recog- 
nized and maliguantly pinched by 
Agatba, who is not recognized by 
Posket. 

Next morning, Posket, nervously un 
mindful of bis deed and instig t> d by 
the puctilious Worming tmi.sentenc* s bis 
own wife, sister-in-law, old school friend 
and prospective brothei-iu-law to seven 
days imprisonment and without tne 
option of a tine. 

The predicament i* unravelled by 
Bullamy, the other magistrate, who finds 
that Cis. being a regular legal tenant, is 
eutitled to eat aud drink ai the hotel, at 
auy and all times with his friends. Ou 
this technicality the prisoners are re 
leased, aud alter the uecessary explana- 
tion the play ends satisfactorily. 

The cast is as follow : 

Mr. Posket, Mr. Bullamy, Magistrates 
of the M'llberry St. Police Court, Mr. 
Benjimin P. Cheney, Jr., Mr. Edward C. 
Buriage; Colonel Lukyu (from Bengil — 
retired). Mr. Stephen L. Snell; Captain 
Horace Vale (Shropshire Fusiliers). Mr. 
ClitTord A Bentley; Cis Farrtugdou (Mis. 
Posket’s sou by her first marriage), Mr. 
George P. Davie; Aohille Bloud (Pro- 
prietor of the Hotel des Princes), Mr. 
Louis \V. Pulsifei; Isidore (A Wuttei), 
Mr. George R. Pulsifer; Mr. Worming- 
t >n (Chief Clerk at Mulberry Street), Mr. 
Frederick S. Camp; Inspector Mesiiter, 
Sergeaut Lugg, Constable Harris, Metro 
politan Police, Mr. Charles W. Cole, Mr. 
George R. Pulsifer, Mr. Philip R. Spauld- 
ing; Wyke (Servant at Mr. Posket’s), Mr. 
Henry W. Laugley; Agatba Posket (lute 
Farriugdon.uee Verrindei), Mrs. William 
T. Farley; Charlotte (Her Sister). Miss 
Mary P. Metcalf; Beatie Tomliusou (a 
Young Lady reduced to teaching music), 
Miss Adele A. Felix; Popbam, Mrs. 
Francis Newhall. 

It would be “carrying coals to New- 
castle” to dilate upon the ability dis- 
played by Mr. Cheuey and the deserved 
applause accorded him. The good- 
muuied.ktud-beaited m igistrate, mental- 
ly suffering from the consciousness ot his 
own excusable indiscretion, was exceed- 
ingly well portrayed by Mr. Cheney. 

As the character part of the husky- 
voiced, jovial, but somewhat more 
cbolerio magistrate, Mr. Bullamy, Mr. 
Burrage was hardly second to Mr. 
Cheuey. His by play with Cis iu the 
first act was especially commendable. 

The part of Col. Lukyn was perhaps 
the most difficult ot the cast. Combin- 
ing the soldierly dignity of a colonel 
with the tire of that dignity outraged, 
calls for a blending of opposites in dis 
position, which few professiouals could 
depict without frequent aud careful re- 
hearsals. It is this dramatic considera- 
tion which leads us to say that Mr. 
Suell was relatively as good as any iu 
the cast. 

Mr. Beutley was most aptly cast for 
“Capt. Vale.” His draw ling voice aud stiff 
manner as a slow witted, honest English 
officer was good, aud he handled his situ- 
ation after euteriug from the balcouy iu 
first class style. 

From a dramatic standpoint, Mr. Davis 
as“Cis” cannot be commended too highly. 
He is fortunate in having a hue voice, 
capable of expressing any degree aud 
kind of miith. emotion or boyish petu- 
lance that his part called for. His ease 
, and familiarity with stage elfects, were, 
with Mr. Cheney’s, the most evident iu 
the cast. It is impossible to decide upou 
any particular situation iu which he ex- 
celled. 

Mi. L. W. Pulsifer’s “Aohille Blonde” 
was capital. His nervous trepidation at 
the prospect of involuntarily breaking 
the law aud its consequences, was well 
portrayed. 

Mr. G. K. Pulsifer was heifer as “Isi- 
dore” than as “Lugg,” but his latter im- 
personation has uo very vulnerable pan 
to criticise. The witty, nervous Isidore 
was a capital piece of character actiug, 
and in that Mr. Pulsiler showed his 
strength. He was good as Hastings 
iu “She Stoops to Conquer,” but excel- 
lent iu the character parts iu “The Mag- 
istrate.” 

The “Wormiugtoii” of Mr. Camp was a 
distiuct feature of the third act, and 
wheu it is considered that this was the 
fiist appearance of Mr. Camp ou uuy 
stage, the complete illustratiou iu make- 


up and acting of this punctilious old 
court clerk will be the better appreciated. 

“Inspector Messlter,” upon whom the 
climax in the second net. depended in a 
great measure, was fully equal to the 
occasion. His subordinate, “Constable 
Harris,” gave I he impression of incon- 
giuity. if Mr. Spudding interpreted Ins 
part as n Irish impersonation, he did 
well. But his make-up had no Irish 
churn tcnstics. As a matter of fact, an 
Irish polict man is a rare sight in L hi- 
don. Therefore we think the Irish inter- 
pretation was erroneous, but the illus- 
tration wns good. 

Wyke was capital in the first not with 
the wine bottle, nnd in nnummoing the 
four-wheeler to "Agatha.” but his dm 
gust nt the “i wo pence" in the climax ot 
the first act, tell short in intensity, aud 
Mr. Laugley missed iho only strong 
opportunity lie had. 

‘ The Magistrate” is critio : zed fir i'a 
multiplicity of male characters, at the 
expense of opportunities for the fair sex. 
Mrs. Farley’s pait ot “Agatha,” how- 
ever, is so ubiquitous that, exceedingly 
well done as it wa«, it almost dissolves 
that criticism. As with Mr. Davis’ “Ci«,” 
we can point to no portion where Mrs. 
Farley excels more tuati in other por- 
tions, and in uo part was she at all weik. 
Her ease of mauuer and personal appear 
ance were very attractive. Like “Col. 
Lukyn,” “Agatha” must show varying 
qualities and degrees of character, which 
Mrs. Farley evidently fully appreciated 
and mastered. 

Miss Metcalf's “Charlotte” was also 
caponl. Her mimicry of Capt. Vale’s 
drawl, and her consternation at the Right 
of Vale’s arm behind the cut tain, were 
(Specially praiseworthy. 

Miss Felix was exceedingly well 
adapted for her part of “Beatie,”the peit 
little music teactier, in love with “Cis,” 
while Mrs. Newball’a “Popbam” could 
hardly be improved upon. The latter, 
being the only female character part, 
gave Mrs. Newhall mirth exciting op- 
portunities, of which she ably availed 
herself. 

The setting of the first and last acts 
was beautiful and iu the best of taste. 
Credit for this and for the multiplicity 
of other similar details, which the usual 
audience so little appreciates is due to 
Mr. Farley. 

Friends of “The Pliyers” who were 
disappointed iu the non-appearance of 
Mr. John A. Conkey iu the cast, will, 
however, have the justifiable pleasure in 
complimeutiug him upou the skill of 
mnuiging the acting of oue of the most 
successful series “The Players” ever 
gave. 


THE >EW PASTOR. 


INSTALLATION OF REV. T P. PHUDDEN 
AT WEST NEWTON CONOREOATIOKAL 
CHURCH, 


The installation of Rev. Theodore P. 
Pruddeu, D. D., as pastor of the Second 
Congregational church, West Newton, 
took place Tuesday evening.

venture the Rochester Tumbler Co. alone 
saved in annual expense about S100.000. 
For many vears lie was president of the 
Braddock National Bank of Pittsburg and 
held large interests in railroads and busi- 
ness enterprises. He was’ a member nnd 
trustee for a number of years of the Fourth 
Ave. Baptist church of Pittsburg, of which 
Rev. L. C. Barnes, recently ot this place, 
was then pastor, aud was one of its most 
geneious supporters. He was a large 
hearted noble man, kindly, geuerous and 
charitable toward all nnd ever ready to 
lend a nelping hand. Iu 1885 he removed 
to New York city, still conducting large 
business interests, and becoming interested 
in the phonograph, which he believed would 
become of commercial value, lie purchased 
the exclusive right for North America in 
1887. paying Mr. Thomas Edison therefor 
toe sum of Sl .000 000 . During the next 
three years lie devoted his energies organ- 
izing companies throughout North Ameri- 
ca for the sale of priuiiograpbs, employing 
at one time in this connection over 5000 
men, when disaster overtook him, owing to 
the impracticability of the phonograph 
from a business standpoint. 80011 after 
ward from excessive work lie became 
paralyzed in October. 181 * 0 , and has never 
recovered or attended to any business 
since. The untiring nature of the man Was 
shown ju>t before he was stricken down, 
when he worked twelve consecutive days 
with but four hours sleep in all that time.

THEY DEFY IMITATION. 

Invention Can Hupply No Substitutes For 
Wlmleoone or Teazel. 

With all our boasted labor saving 
machinery and modern inventions there 
are numerous articles entering into the 
economy of manufacture which seem 
crude nnd simple, but which defy im- 
provement. 

No one, for instance, lias ever been 
able to find a substitute for whalebone. 
With the diminution of tiie supply nnd 
tlio enormously increased cost of the ar- 
ticle, scores of inventors have turned 
their attention to the article nnd at- 
tempted to supply a substitute, but up 
to the present time nothing as durable, 
tough and pliable ns whalebone has re- 
sulted. 

Another article without which no 
woolen manufacturer could prepare 
certain goods for the market is the tea- 
zel. It is absolutely essential in rais- 
ing a nap on cassimeres and soft wool 
en fabrics, nnd although scores ot imi- 
tation teazles have been invented none 
is found to give the satisfaction ot tlio 
odd Tittle lmrr, with its stiff little 
hooks, which is so extensively exported 
and cultivated for the cloth finishing 
trade. 

Persons who gave never seen a teazel 
can iinagino a fur cone, set all over 
with little barbs. It is really a burr, 
ar flower head, or thistle top of the 
plant dipsacus, and so identified is it 
with cloth dressing, and so long and so 
general has been the use of the teazel 
for the purpose mentioned, that it is 
even reflected in its botanical name, 
Dipsacus fullonum, or * ‘fuller’s teazel. 

However familiar the teazel may be 
to persons familiar with woolen manu- 
facture, or to those who live in coun- 
tries where it is extensively cultivated, 
the fact remains that the great major- 
ity of persons havo never heard of such 
an article aud will be astonished to 
learn in what enormous quantities they 
are raised. 

In Franco alone 6,000 acres of land 
are exclusively devoted to the cultiva- 
tion of the teazel. French manufac- 
turers use annually nearly $2,000,000 
worth of the prickly heads and export 
during the same period upward of 00,- 
000 tons, valued at $2,500.00. When 
it is considered that a teazel weighs not 
more than an ordinary burdock, the 
vast quantity exported can be realized 
in part. 

In addition to the French crop, which 
is the most highly esteemed, teazels are 
produced in enormous quantities in 
Austria, England, Belgium, Poland 
and the Crimea. Until recently they 
did not grow satisfactorily in tlio Unit- 
ed States, but now they are quite ex- 
tensively grown in Oneida county, in 
this state, and possibly elsewhere, and 
it is said return a fair profit to the cul- 
tivator for the outlay of money. 

The prickles of the teazel havo a 
small knob at the end. and this mount- 
ed on an elastic stem, and set with 
great precision on the central spindle, 
which, revolving, claws tlio surface of 
the cloth, raises a nap which mechan- 
ical contrivances have always failed in 
equaling. — Now York Herald.

GEORGE N. HAKWOOI) DEAD. 


CABI.KG It AM RECEIVED HERE ANNOUNCES 
His DEMISE IN ROME. 


A cablegram received here announces 
the death of Mi. George S. Harwood, a 
prominent Newton citizeo. He died iD 
Rome, it is supposed about S o’clock 
Monday eveniug. For the past year or 
more Mr. Harwood’s health had been 
failing and he went abroad, accompanied 
bv bis wife and daughter, aud the latter’s 
friend. Miss Clara Sheppard, to secure a 
ueedei rest. Very favorable reports bad 
' been received by members of his family 
heie, aud the news of bis demise was a 
great shock to them. Tl?e body will be 
brought to this city for interment and 
will be in charge of the servant of de- 
ceased. Two weeks will elapse, at least, 
before the funeral observauces can be 
held. Throughout the city one bears the 
most profound expressions of sympathy 
for the bereaved family, and the most 
eulogistic words of the man whose 
generous nature, ready sympathy and 
kindness had endeared him to hosts of 
friends. Hit* loss will be grea’ly felt in 
Newton, where many years of his life 
was passed, and lie leaves a place in the 
business world and church interests, per- 
taiuing to the Baptist denomination, that 
will be hard to till, tie was a striking 
example of an earnest, moral, charitable 
aud aticceosful Chnstiau geutleman, and 
the coo t influence of such lives as bis 
live long in memory and help toward the 
geueral uplifuug aud elevation of mau 
kind. 

Deceased was born in Worcester, Eng- 
land, Sept. 23, 1829. He came to this 
country in 1859 aud bad been siuce a resi- 
dent oi this city. He was eugtgcd large- 
ly iu the woolen macbiuery business, 
principally in introducing specialties. 

Hie firm was established uader the uame 
of Uarnood A Qaiucy aoout 1860. Mr. 
Qmucy retired about 1887, and *hor: ly 
; after that Mr. Sydney Harwood was ad- 
mitted to the firm. 1’he firm name was 
changed in 1S89 to George 8. Harwood cr 
8ou. It is one of tne oldest aud most 
reoutable con.erns iu the couutry iu its 
special iiue. 

Mr. Harwood possessed qualities which 
; proved of great adv .utage to him in his 
busiuess career, lie was sagacious aud 
had the necessary executive ability, aud 
be rapidly made his way t » afflaeuce. in 
recent years he had handled m.iuy large 
interests, always with good judgment. 
He was a very liberal, large hearted man 
au 1 a irieud ever to the widow aud 
fatherless, never refusing his help auJ a 
kiud word for every worthy person aud 
worthy charitable object. Outside of bis 
home life, to which be was devoted, he 
took great luterest iu church matters, 
lie was a member of the executive board 
of the Americau Baptist Missionary 
Uoiou, aud a member of the nuance 
committee of that organization. lie 
was a prtnuineut member ot the Newtou 
Baptist eburch, gave a large sum toward 
the present churcii structuie, aud was, 
in fact, one of its most liberal support- 
ed. He w is interested, too, iu the Cot- 
tage Uospital and Newton Libiary, aud 
a member of tbe visiting board of the 
former lustitution. tie was a member of 
several local organizations, including the 
Newtou Club and Jersey Stock Club. A 
widow, daughter aud three sous survive 
him. Syduey, the eldest sou, is a part- 
ner in the firm of G. S. Harwood A Sou, 
George Fred is connected with the 
Lewando Dye Works and Johu H., is a 
law studeut at Uarvard University.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

BOTH BRANCHES IN SESSION MONDAY 
EVENING— THE Al.DRHMRN HAVE A 
LONG PRIVATE DISCUSSION IN THE 
MAYOR’S ROOM. 


There was more than the usual num- 
ber of spectators at the city government 
meeting last Monday evening, and most 
of them were present when it was time 
for the mayor and aldermen to convene 
at 7.15 o’clock. The actiou of the hoard 
in rescinding tho order requiring tho 
Newton it Boston Stioet Railway Co. to 
run through cars from Newton Centro to 
Newtonville, and on a 20 minuto timo 
schedule, had evidently not found favor 
with citizens of the former place, and 
several of them, including President 

A. L. Rind of the Newton Ceutre Im- 
provement Association and members of 
the railroad committee of that inlluential 
body, wero at city hall to endeavor for 
tho second or third time to present their 
reasons for demanding through service, 
on intelligible time. 

Others interested in tho disposal of 
sixth class liquor licenses applied for by 
pharmacists of the city, were present, as 
it had been rumored about that a de- 
cision would probably be rendered at 
that meeting. Fifteen miuutes past 
seven had arrived. The aldermen did 
not convene, but were attending to 
various duties at their desks or were 
about the chamber engaged in conversa- 
tion. Half past 80 V 6 U came and weut 
and a few minutes later as by a pre- 
arranged plan the mayor and aldertneti 
filed into the former’s office and the door 
w as closed. 

The clock ticked slowly on. E ght 
o’clock; and some inquiry began to bo 
made. At 8.30 the common couucil held 
a long recess, expecting that the aider- 
men might soon convene, but at 9 o’clock 
they too got weary, again assembled and 
adjourned. 

Conjecture as to when the aldermen 
would get through with their private 
convention had practically ceased at 0.30, 
and those who were present for anything 
beside idle curiosity bad disposed them- 
selves in comfortable attitudos about the 
chamber, evidently determined to remain 
until the city fathers appeared. 

Licensing druggists was the subject 
under discussiou of course, aud when at 
10 o’clock the dignified aldermanic body 
again appeared and assembled in the 
chamber in response to the mayor’s 
gavel it was expected that the decisiou 
of the board would have been reached, 
but the three hours talk had not brought 
them to a decision which they cared to 
make public. 

The mayor presided and all the aider- 
men were present.

A communication was received from 
Caroline J. Barker of West Newton, re- 
questing early information as to how the 
proposed wideoiug of Washington street 
would affect the proposed erection by 
her of a brick block. 

Alderman Roffe presented a petition 
from Sup:. Holmes of the electrical de- 
partment of the N. & W. Gas Light Co. 
for pole location on Mt. Ida s reet and 
Newtonville avenue. Referred and a 
bearing ordered. 

A. C. Judkins petitioned for license to 
move a building from Gratis srreet to 
West street. 

An order for main drain aud sewer iu 
Like avenue aud Edioboro street pre- 
sented by Alderman Hunt was passed. 

$77,000 FOR WATER. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented au order 
from the water board to authorize tbs 
expenditure of $77,000 in increasing the 
water supply by au exteuston of the eou- 
duit into Needham. 

Alderman Thompson asked if it was 
intended to sink wells along the liue of 
tho extension to procure water. 

Tho city engineer said that was the 
iuteution. He explained in detail the 
process of driving pipes to secuie water 
at the surface of the ground. 

Alderman Thompson was of the 
opiuion that those pipe9 clogged up aud 
became impracticable. 

Aldermau Hamilton desired to know 
more about the matter before voting. 

Alderman Bothfeld slid an extension 
of the water supply would tie necessary 
next year anyway, and the water board 
had decided to tike action ar ibis time 
because one of the larg-sc mills iu the 
city have made am » geiu juts by which 
they can use many tbou-^ud gallons per 
day aud desire to take tins service from 
the city. The rental of tbi» would more 
than piy the interest ou the appropria- 
tion desired. The ci'y is now within 
150,000 gallons daily of the limit aud au 
increased supply must soon be provided. 

Alderman Rifle asked if it was true 
tbat the receul chauges and extensions iu 
the water supply had resulted iu disap- 
pointment? 

The mayor said tbat there was some 
disappointment in regard to the high 
service recently established. It had been 
expected tbat high service would furnish 
water to go over any house iu the city, 
but in this it had failed. He bad been 
informed that $35 000 would be a suffi- 
cient expenditure for now, on the mitter 
before the board. 

Alderman Thompson’s motion to table 
was not supported aud the order was 
passed. 

Alderman Plummer presented a com- 
munication from Auburndale citizens 
favoring the so-called Rowe street route 
for the boulevard extuusiou iu that 
ward. The paper was signed by Geo. M. 
Fisko aud .50 others. 

Thu aldermau said the route was sauc- 1 
tinned by the improvement Association 
aud moved its reference aud a bearing 
was ordered. 

T U ROUGH SERVICE WANTED. 

Aldermau Roffe said be held a com- 
munication from Mr. Arthur C. Wal- 
worth, iu which tbat gentleman claimed 
some of bis remarks made before the 
railroad people bad been distorted, aud a 
good deal made of them. He stated at 
the time iu question that the people of 
Newton Centro wanted through cars to 
Newtonville, but tbat if a twenty minute 
schedule could be arranged so tbat there 
was no wair, and so passeugers could 
step from one car to the other without 
putting foot upon the grouud it might be 


sntisf.ictoiy. After finishing tho com- 
munication, Alderman Roffe Raid tho 
president and some members of the New- 
ton Centro Improvement Association 
were present and desired to be heard by 
the board. 

Alderman Plummer thought this mat- 
ter had been sufti liently dismissed. lie 
understood the 20 minute time had gono 
into effect on that day and he therefore 
saw no reason for reopening tho matter. 

H. B. Parker, president of tho street 
railway, was asked regarding the change 
of time. Ho stated that a 20 minuto 
schedule with the usual change at Homer 
street from the Newton Centre cars was 
in operation. He saw no necessity, con- 
tinuing, in the board being troubled by 
the matter, but desired tbat the Newton 
Centro people meet tho railroad and ad- 
just matters. 

Alderman Roffo— 1 don’t see why there 
should be any objection to these gentle- 
men being heard. 

Alderman Plummer still opposed n 
discussiou as needless, still if the change 
in time was not satifactory he would 
waive his opposition. 

The board then votod at 10.25 to hear 
these people of Newton Centre. 

Mr. Frank Edmands was the first 
speaker representing Mr. C. S. Davis, 
chairman of the railroad committee of 
the N. C. 1. A. He said the association 
wanted through cars to Nowtonville. 
Tho committee had met the railroad peo- 
ple but could get no satisfaction or a 
promise of anything. They had put in 
a petition to this board signed by 75 of 
the most prominent citizens of the city, 
and they had been given no hearing or a 
chance to represent their side of this 
matter. An order was passed and he 
supposed the board thought that obviat- 
ed the necessity of giving a heariug, but 
it has since been rescinded. The citizens 
do not get the service they ought. They 
wanted further consideration bv the 
board or a hearing. He said Mr. Parker 
told him tbat night that there was a 
change at Homer street as before. 

In answer to Alderman Plummer in 
referouce to the new turnout he said the 
people would have to get out of one oar 
walk a short distauce and get ou to 
another, and tbat was what they ob- 
jected to. It does not prevent a wait. 

Aldermau Plummer said Newton 
Centre people objected to anything but 
through cars. 

Mr. Parker made the statement that 
they were giviDg the same service as 
last summer, transferring at Homer 
street. A new turnout would allow the 
Upper Falls, Newton Centre and Now- 
tonville cars to meet at Homer street. 

Alderman Thompson asked if they did 
uot have through service to Newton 
Centre last summer. 

Mr. Parker— Yos, for one week. There 
was not busiuess enough to warrant it. 

Mr. Edmands stated tbat the citizens 
of Newton Centre were aot so particular 
about the timo as seemed to be the im- 
pression. They waut first, through cars 
to Newtonville. About tho time, a 
twenty or thirty miuute schedule would 
be satisfactory. They did not waut to 
change at Homer street. 

He said the committee would be will- 
ing to meet a committee from the city 
government aud from the railroad, and 
not take the time of the board further at 
that time. 

President A. L. Rand of the N. C. I. 
A. said the people of Newton Centre ap 
predated the recent action of the board 
iu passing au order to give them through 
service and twenty minute ti ne, but 
they did feel strange when they found 
tbe board bad goue back on itself aud 
rescinded the order. 1 1 appeared to them 
very strange! and this action had beeu 
taken aud they bad been given no on 
portuuity to reply. He got on to a N. 
& B. electric to come to the meeting, 
scheduled to leave Newton Centre at 
7.10. It loft at exactly 7.17, tbe con- 
ductor explaining that he waited for a 
train. Newtou Centre people want a 
time schedule that will be followed by 
the cars. 

Regular busiuess was then resumed, 
an order grautiug the N. & \V. Gas 
Bight Co. locatiou for poles aud wires 
on South street, being passed. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved to with- 
draw the order appropriating $77,000 for 
the extension of w iter service, owing to 
an omission in the framing of the order. 
Voted. 

The board adjourned to Thursday. 
April 20. 


Newton Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion.

Austin S sunders petitioned for a side- 
walk on Kenwood terrace which was re- 
fei red. 

Councilman Bullard introduced an 
order, requesting a report from the com- 
mittee regarding the placing of Steamer 
Two iu commission. Tho order passed. 

The citizens of West Newtou are very 
earnest iu their desire for a steamer iu 
that ward and have been endeavoring for 
a long lime to have Steamer Two in com- 
mission. 

Citizens would be more willing to pay 
au increased tax rate to the city rather 
than submit to the high insurance rates 
induced by insufficient fire protection. 
Tbe expeuse of remodeling the engine 
house has been estimated by a promi- 
nent builder iu Newtou uot to cost more 
than $8000. 

The eouuoil adjourned at 0 o’clock 
after a lung recess.

Armenian Nit Mott mid the Missionaries. 

To the Editor ' f Dw» Graphics— 

Articles and editorials appear from 
time to timo warning the world against 
an alleged revolutionary movement in 
Armenia, injurious to the cause of mis- 
sions. I have made no reply; for I had 
supposed these attacks to be prompted 
simply by a few persons, who, like tho 
revered Dr. Hamlin, aud Rev. Ilitohcook, 
on account of their long absence from the 
country, aro necessarily ignorant of 
present conditions and inside facts. 

But after reading tho last article in the 
Congregationalism wbicb stated that all 
missionaries in Turkey are of the s imo 
opinion, I feel called upon to indicate to 
the public how far the missionaries’ 
statements are wrong, or at least incom- 
plete. I appreciate the valuo of the 
work dono by the missionaries for tho 
Armenian uation.and what I have to say, 
is designed to prnmoto their efficiency, 
as all preliminary reform effort is largely 
tentative, so this adaptation on the part 
of the missionaries in Turkey most bo 
tho result of protracted timo and study. 

It was very natural for tbe missionaries 
to make some mistakes iu the procegR 
of arriving at the best methods of work, 
details aside. AU their errors revolve 
about one point; namely, their attitudo 
toward the humble and obedient Arme- 
nian nation. As religious reformers, 
their direct mission was to the Armeni- 
an Gregorian church, but indifference to 
national affairs was an impotsibility. 
The Armenian nation and church are 
one, their interdependence is like that 
between the body and the spirit. What 
affects one affects the other. Recogni- 
tion of a people in Turkey as a church 
means recognition as a nation. While 
the direct interest of the mi sionaries 
was in church affairs, in reality they 
made a new nation. They busied 
themselves in gettiug a firman from the 
Sultan recognizing their converts as a 
new and protestunt nation. Hence the 
Armenians began to see in the mission- 
aries, not only religious reformers, but 
schisma’ies aud splitters of their nation; 
iustead of appearing as religious propa- 
gandists only, they soon began to be 
looked upon by the nation as a menace 
to its interests. Tlfis was the piime 
obstacle in the p ith of the missionaries 
progress. They now seem to be tnking 
a second false step. While poor Armenia 
is struggling with tyrauuy and tryiug hard 
to throw off its yoke, the missionaries 
are posing us indifferent to their rights 
aud parading their lack of sympathy be- 
fore the civilized world. 

From their standpoint they may be 
right, that is not the poiut. The ques- 
tion is this, Can they remain osten- 
tatiously apathetic to the good of Arme- 
nia and at the same time win Armenians 
to their cause? The worst feature of 
the case is this. Iustead of takiug tbe 
impossible attitude of neutrality, they 
really injure the prospects of the old 
Armenian nation. Their sincerity is not 
questioned, but their knowledge is 
uecessarily superficid, their newspaper 
articles are accepted as authoritative, 
white in fact they shoot far wide of the 
mark. I regret to say that their publi 
cations show partiality. If theii posi- 
tion should prevent them from wilting 
anything political, if they cau say uotbiug 
of tbe uuspeak.ib o tyranny of Turkish 
rule, if they can in no way help the Ar- 
menian nation by making known tbe 
facts of Turkish persecution, why then 
aie they so persistent al it mists against 
the struggle of certain young men and 
young girls, who have fouud the otto- 
man yoke intolerable? Why do they 
interest themselves to such au extent iu 
tho Huntchagist aud other movements, 
is it because these young men and women 
are seditious? 

Are they more rebellious against ttie 
Kingdom of God than aro the Turks? 
Is it because they interfere more than do 
the Turks with the missionary work and 
the Sunday schools, as Drs. Hamlin aud 
Hitchcock and others seem to think? 

Not at all. If the missionaries thiuk 
so, this is their third mistake. I am not 
sanctioning the Huntchagist movement 
in all respects. Its courage and zeal are 
commendable, but tbe spirit of reforma- 
tion should bo under the wise direction, 
which I trust timo will soou fetch. It is 
not fair on tbe part of tbe missionaries 
to remain silent concerning the outrages 
and horrors of Turkish rule, aud at the 
same time to till the world with noise re- 
garding those miserable and oppressed 
Armenians who are trying to assert their 
hope to their other country. If the 
missionaries will not help this struggling 
nation, they ought uot to hamper it or 
dictate its policy. They could easily 
help the nation in many ways, to them 
it naturally looks tor assistance. Tho 
antagonism of the Huntchagist is largely 
due to the fact that they, having beeu 
trained to ideas of civil and religious 
freedom, instead of gettiug ttie help autl 
guidance of the missionaries, find them 
taking the side, not of Christian liberty, 
but of Turkish tyranny. If the mission- 
aries would show by their works tbat 
they have the good of Armonia at heart, 
even the Huntchagist would be coateut. 

Whatever tho missionaries may do in 
the country, their success will depeud 
on their sympathy with its people, they 
cannot reach them unless they gaiu and 
hold their confidence. Just here is the 
danger of their position, unless their 
pieseut policy is changed, the mission- 
aries may seem to be injurious iustead 
of helpful to tbe nation, and, indeed, 
will be. 

Tho Armenian looks at the matter 
thus: “We uro engaged in a mighty 

struggle with hearts of Ephesus. If you 
cau not help us for Goi’s sake do uot 
help the lion !’’ The provideuce of God 
has clearly opened a door for the intro- 
duction of missionary work into the 
heart of the nation through sympathy 
with its people in this their time of 
need. Once the Aimeuian church 
opuucd its doors to the missionaries, 
wlio missed their opportunity, aud the 
rupture is complete. They now have a 
chance to wiu the confidence of the 
Armenian nation, failing in this, their 
influence over Armenia is gone. Apathy 
now may alienate the nation forever. I 
hope that the missionaries will avail 
themselves of their present opportunity 
to reach thtso people. They do not 
even hope to convent Mohammedans, 
and thus build up the cause of uiissious 
in the Orient. Their moral inHuunce 
would prevent insurrection, aud their 
influence with Turkey, owing to its re- 
spect for the United States, should be 
immense. This would be justice to the 
cresceut iu the spirit of the cross.

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NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 


A DHIKF 8KHRION WITH ROUTINE Til A Nf- 
ACT10NS. 

The regular meeting of tho school 
committee wrh called to order by the 
mayor at 7 31) o’clock, Wednesday even- 
ing, with Just a quorum present. The 
absentees from the session were Messrs. 
Knapp, Drew, Ober, Beck, Halo and Mrs. 
Davis. 

The records wore omitted by common 
consent and the customary report .of the 
superintendent of schools was received. 

Supt. Aldrich touched upon the school 
districts which were shown to be still 
about the samo as 20 years ago, although 
the city during that period had advanced 
in many important directions. 

Tho regulations provide that pupils 
of one district shall attend the school 
situated iu that district unless by special 
permission of tho superintendent of 
schools. Tho districts as described in a 
report of 20 years ago, wero four in 
number, and included theso portions of 
the city: District 1, Newton Ceutre, 
Newton Highlands, Newton Upper Falls; 
distriot 2. Lower Falls and Anburndale; 
district 3, the Pierce, Franklin, Davis, 
Adams and Clallin schools; district 4, 
the Jackson, Bigelow, Lincoln and 
Uuderwood schools. There wore at that 
time only four masters, one having 
charge of each district. 

Important changes had tnkon placo 
since that time, and four additional 
school buildings, tho Barnard, Eliot, 
Rice and Waban had been erected, mak- 
ing these boundaries of little present 
value. He therefore suggested that the 
superintendent be instructed to submit a 
plan for tho subdivision of tho city into 
new school districts. 

Au order to this effeot was later on 
passed by the board. 

The leport also recommended the 
adoption of tho series ot Uengiaphical 
Readers published by Silver, Burdett & 
Co.; Heart of Oak Books by D. C. Heath 
tte (Jo. ; Hale’s Stories for Children, and 
South Wurth’s Esseutialsof Arithmetic. 

They wero referred to the text book 
committee. 

Mr. J. Edward Hollis of Newton pre- 
sented an order appointing os truant 
officers Johu O. Worden and Arthur I. 
Benyon at au hourly compensation of 
fifty cents for actual service. Passed. 

Mr. J. R. Smith of Newton Highlands 
presented the following: 

Ordered, that the city council bo re- 
quested to instiuct the inspector of 
buildings to investigate the sanitary con- 
dition of the school houses in Newton, 
except the old Hyde school house, test 
the plumbing ihereiu, and report in de- 
tail ou the sanitary appliances and con- 
dition of the buildings, on the heating 
appliances therein, the kind, method of 
construction and condition, ot the chim- 
neys in the several school buildiugs, and 
the safety of each as regards fire, before 
the next meeting of the school commit- 
tee ou May 23rd next, or as soon there- 
after as possible. 

Mr. Lawreuce Bond of West Newton 
presented the report of the committee 
ou fiuance for the past mouth £nd sub- 
mitted an order which was adopted, ap- 
propriating the sum of $12,025.02 for 
April exposes. 

Mr. F. H. Howes of Newton submitted 
an order requesting the committee on 
rules to cousider the advisability of 
changing the hour of the committee 
meeting from 7.30 to 7.45 o’clock. 

lie said in explanation that he for one 
was greatly inconvenienced by the pres- 
ent hour of meeting and he had talked 
with other members who thought a 
change desirable. The ordor passed. 

Mr. E. H. Mason of Newton Centre in- 
troduced an order giving Miss Ellen S. 
Baker, first assistant in tho Mason school, 
leAve of absence for the balance of tho 
school year, with balance of sa’ary. 

He said she was one of the most effi- 
cient teachers in the city, had been per- 
forming additional duties during the 
year, in the absence of Mr. Spinney, 
master of the school, and bad now beeu 
called away by ttie soiious illness of a 
relative. Balance of salary of course 
meant over and above what it cost to fill 
the vacancy. The order was adopted. 

The board then adjourned. 


Texas As Seen by Newton Eyes. 

Encinnl, Texas. April 17, 1894. 
To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

The luteruatioual and Great Northern 
R. R. runs only one train each way daily 
from San Antone (Antoni ») to Laredo 
and while waiting for tho north bound 
traiu I will write. 

This place is 38 miles from Laredo 
which is the southern rail gateway to 
Mexico, there beiug no statiou between 
the two places. Here we are iu the heart 
of the great aouthoru Texas pastures, 
the whole country beiug one continuous 
grazing regiou, millions of cattle and 
great uumbors of sheep swarming oyer 
it. This spriug has seen more than 
200,000 cattle shipped to the Indian Ter- 
ritory to take advantage of the rioh 
pasturage there, to make beef which the 
long continued drought has denied this 
country. Practically there has beeu no 
grass beef shipped from Texas this year 
and iu some localities there have been 
heavy losses of oattle, simply because it 
had not rained, but happily this condition 
no longer exists, for within a week im- 
mense rains have fallen over a largo part 
of southern Texas, iu Texas it “never 
rains but it pours.” The long drizzle is 
pretty nearly unknown and when the 
rain does come it comes iu torreuts, 
Hooding the whole country and often do- 
ing great mischief; still the Texan always 
prays for rain as he prays for uothiug 
else. “If it raius good I will go to New- 
ton this fall and visit you” said a friend 
of mine. “If it rains again we are going 
to Europe iu May” said a lady of San 
Autonio to me a day or two siuoe. If it 
rains the morchaut will have a good 
trade aud good collections, the cattle men 
will make mouey and speud it freely and 
all classes and trades will feel the good 
effect, but if it is dry the reverse will be 
most notioable. Generally, however, it is 
dry more or less uml more ofteu more 
than less. For six long years there has 
not been a “real good” ram iu southwest- 
ern Texas uutil siuoe 1 left home a week 
ago this morning. O l the morning of the 
14th when 1 got out of my berth at 
Hunter, 40 miles north of Sun Antonio, I 
saw at a glance it hud raiued. Thu 
whole face of the fiat couutry was 
covered witli drift wherever there was 
any object for it to oliug. Against tho 


sides of the houses it was heaped three 
or four feet deep nnd the erops looked ns 
if a river had swept over them. On 
reaching San Antonio the rain was the 
one topic; tho great paitures had been 
swept with floods. All the ponds snd 
water holes filled, tho whole country 
soaked and everybody was jubihiut. 
For thousands of square miles me coun- 
try lias been subjected to such con- 
tinued drought that there is no more 
grnss than there will bo on tho Newton 
boulevard, and in those pastures where 
there is no supply of prickly pear (cactus) 
and mesquit, it has fared hard with 
stock, but when these abound oattle 
have done fairly well. The two general- 
ly grow together and at present they aie 
the only grei n thing on millions of ncres 
of laud, unless the grass in answer to tbe 
late wot'ing has begun to peep out. 
Tbe cactus grows six feet high and 
has spikes like a darning needle and the 
pads are like elephants oars, frequently 
a foot in diameter. Cattlo will uut eat 
it if they can get ginss, but grass failing 
they eat tho pear and livo ou it, though 
they can’t bo said to thrive. The mes- 
quit looks like a poach tree, botli as to 
size and shape, and tho trees are some 
distance apart and frequently are mis- 
taken by strangers for a peach orchard. 
The treo bears a full crop of beans, in 
pods like a garden bo in. and very swoet 
and nutritious aud it is an inmmense help 
to have pleuty of mesquit for stock. If 
one gets to a good elevation he sees mos- 
quit over tens of thousands of acres in 
every direction. This is a shipping point 
and last night until one o’clock cattle 
wero beiug loaded here, something like 
fifty cars being sent off. They were 
obliged to como here on account of bigli 
water which cut them off from Cattulla, 
tho station next north of here, tho 
Nueces river now being two or three 
miles wide where a week ago it would 
not furnish water for a head of cattte. 
A stockman, a short distance from here, 
lost something like seventy live cattle 
by drowning in a location where there 
was previously not water enough for tbe 
cattlo to drink. 

Hail drifted in some places more than 
three feet deep. Tho Texans make 
merry over tho climate aud the local 
poet says 

“The heat In summer is one hundred ai.fl ten 
Too hot for the d— I and loo hot fur men” 
and another describing an offer made the 
Old Boy of Texas in which to sot up tho 
infernal regions who 

‘•When he’d considered the matter fully and well 
He concluded the place was too dry for a hell” 

The cactus is iu full blossom. Thou- 
sands of its beautiful flowers from deep 
to pale yellow aud fine pink to deep red 
are everywhere. But every rose has its 
thorn and t .ese have thorns for every 
flower as the tender toot discovers to his 
sorrow. 

The train rolls iu with the usual at- 
tendance of gazers, largely Mexicans. 
Each coach bears on one end the legend 
“For Whites,” on the other “For 
Negroes,” tliB former compartment being 
twice the size of the latter. The Mexi- 
cans come into tho larger and we are off.

SOUTH STREET WIDE vING. 


BOSTON MEN WANT IT MADE 120 FEET. 


The street commissioners of Boston 
gave a hearing, Monday, on the wideuing 
of South street from Chestnut Hill 
avenup, Brighton, t>» the Newtou liue, to 
connect with the Newtou boulevard. 
There was a large attendance, and the 
property owners favored the plan. 

Mr. Fiske. who represented tbe Im- 
provement Association of Brighton, 
favored the widening, urging that the 
width be made 120 feet. The society, he 
said, had not considered tho width, but 
expected that the commissioners would 
use their discretion. They felt that the 
commissioners would lay it out at a 
width best suited to the interests of the 
whole city. * * 

Dana Estes of Estes & Lauriat, and 
representing the Newtou boulevard syn- 
dicate, said he was very much interested 
in the proposed widening. He felt that 
it woh very important that the street be 
laid out a l a width of 120 feet. To make 
it anything less when Beacon street, 
Chestnut Hill aveuue and Common- 
wealth avenue have an aggregate width 
of 420 feet, and the streets ou the Newton 
side are to have an aggregate width of 
200 feet, would be a serious detriment. 
It would be very uuwiso, he thought, to 
have South streot only 80 feet, for in- 
stance, when it is to be an avenue upon 
which so many magnificently wide 
boulevards are to couverge. Chestuut 
Hill avenue, too, he thought, ought to be 
120 feet wide. 

Ex-Gov. Brackett, who represented 
Mrs. Wade, a large real estate owner, 
was iu favor of having the street 120 
feet. 

Arthur G. Everett wanted Chestnut 
Hill avenue widened to 120 feet. 

Ex-Alderraan Morton wauted South 
street widened to 120 feet. The land 
there now is assessed for from 5 to 12 
cents a foot, and he did not believe that 
the cost of laud damages would be very 
serious. 

Ex-Alderman Breck felt that the 
widening would be an injury to his 
estate ou the corner of Foster and South 
streets, and if his laud were taken he 
would expect sufficient remuneration. 

Charles H. Breok said his property 
would be iujured as much if tho street 
was 80 as it would if it were made 120 
feet. He ought to be paid, he thought 
for tho datnuge that would be douo 
him. 

Samuel Laruard said if the street were 
made 120 feet his property would be 
damaged, because immediately ^behind 
tho laud described was a sleep declivity, 
aud nothing oould be doue with the laud 
that remained after the street was 
widened. 

Theodore Monroe wauted pay for the 
laud the oity would take from him at 
the corner of Chestuut Hill uveuue aud 
South street. 

A. I). S. Boll, ropresentiug the 
Knowlos’ estate, said tho people whom 
he represented would be willing to give 
their laud if the street were made 120 
feet. 

W. P. Page, representing Mr. Albert 
Geiger, favored the proposed wideuing, 
and said thut Mr. Geiger would be will- 
ing to pay one-half the damage of laud 
taken ou the opposite side from him. 

Tho hoard took the matter uuder ad- 
visemeut.

WARWICK CASTLE. 

A Tssp Into tl»* Famous F.ngllnli Pnlae* of 
tlia "Klngmakor." 

Ono could spend days looking nt tho 
pictnrPB nt Warwick nnd nt the sculp- 
ture and curios. There Is a tnlile, the 
B*h of which is mode of fine marble J 
mosaic, Inpis lazuli, nnd precious stones 
which belonged to Marie Antoinette. In 
tho red drawing room are rnro speci- 
mens of Limousin enamels, also Bohe- 1 
mian glass and Venetian crystals. Thi? 
room loads to tho cedar drawing room, 
whoso walls are 10 feet in thickness 
One of tho tunny valuable nnd beautiful 
ornaments in this room is a bust of 
Proserpine, by our American sculptor ! 
Power. 

Tho "living rooms” of the castle ex- \ 
tend 330 feet in length, and each win- 
dow gives charming views of the 
grounds. In one theso rooms, tho 
gilt drawing room, is a Florentine mo- 
saic table, enriched w’itli precious stones, 
brought from tho Giimnni pnlnco in 
Venice. Its value is £10,000, which, 
please remom her, is $50,000 of Yankee 
money. The Grimani arms, tho pope s 
triple crown, lion of St. Mark, doge's 
cap, keys of St. Peter and cardinal's 
hat are illustrated in jasper, onyx, am- 
ethyst, malachite and cornelian on its 
surface. 

A moment after leaving the gilt draw- 
ing room and wo are in Iho stato bed- 
room, where good Queen Anno slept, 
and in which her big dreary looking 
bed still stands. Wo don’t seem to know 
much about Qneen Anne’s belongings, 
thus her bed and traveling trunks at ita 
foot arouse onr interest. Is theso trunks 
were her majesty’s clothes. They are 
sensible, ponderous trunks, covered with 
brown leather and studded with brass 
nails. Even an American baggago 
smashing porter would havo found 
Queen Anne’s trunks “too largo an or- 
der” to destroy. George III presented 
this bedstead, with its faded crimson 
curtains and its 15 feet high posts. Over 
the fireplace hangs a fine portrait of the 
queen herself painted by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller. It is in this state bedroom 
that Queen Victoria slept when she 
visited Warwick castle with the late 
prince consort. I don’t know whether 
she occupied Anne’s bed, but if so I 
hope it was more comfortable than it 
looks. 

From tho bedroom is a bondoir, lit- 
erally crammed with paintings. Here 
is Holbein’s “Henry VIII;” “A Boar 
Hunt,” by Rubens; “A Dead Christ,” 
on copper, by a follower of Correggio; 
“Charles II ’s Beauties,” by Lely; a 
“San Sebastian,” by Vandyko; “Card 
Players, ” by Teni us, and a Salvator 
Rosa landscape. 

Tho castle’s stato dining room was 
burned out in 1871, but it lias been re-, 
produced on the old lires and is a truly 
royal apartment. On either side of the 
massive fireplace, where many a Yule 
log has slowly burned itself out to white 
ashes, there are gilt Venetian figures. 
Above tho fireplace hongs Ruben’s 
sketch of lions. There is also in this 
room a droll portrait of George III in 
the arms of his mother. 

The castle boasts a Shakespeare room, 
designed and added by tho late earl, 
and to which the comity of Warwick 
presented tho Kenilworth buffet in an- 
cient oak. Into this room have been col- 
lected all procurable Shakespeare rel- 
ics, and resting on an old claw tooted 
oak table are all the works, with the 
admirable edition of Shakespeare of 
tho late Halliwell Phillipps.

During the bitter cold weather in win- 
ter much suffering is thoughtlessly in- 
flicted on horses by putting cold bridle 
bits into their mouths. If the person 
who does this will apply his tongue to a 
i’ece of iron on a frosty morning, ho will 
duderstand at once what the suffering to 
the poor brutes is. To slightly warm the 
bits before putting them into tho horse’s 
mouth would require only a small ex- 
penditure of iabor. This can be done by 
rubbing them with a blanket or other 
cloth a moment or two if other means of 
warming i« not at hand. The beneficial 
results iu tho gentleness of the animal 
will amply compensate it. — Detroit Free 
Press.

THE BOULEVARD SETTLED. 


The boulevard contest appears to be 
practically settled, and that too in an 
amicable manner, and we may soon ex- 
pect to see work begin upon it. TLe city 
and Mr. Dumaresq came to an agree- 
ment, by which he withdrew his suit, 
ai d also his opposition to the bill before 
the legislature, and the city agreed to 
have the boulevard follow the line of 
Ward street as far as M met road, and 
thus avoid dividing Mr. Dumaresq’s pro- 
perty, and leaving a small and rather 
useless strip on the opposite side of the 
boulevard. The opposition of Mr. 
Dumaresq was ouly natural, and it is in 
one way a compliment to Newton, as it 
shows that he came to Newton as a per- 
manent resident, and did not buy his 
estate simply as a real estate speculation. 
It is said that he has made a very gener- 
ous offer to the city, wliioh has been 
accepted, and that the new lay out is en- 
dorsed by Mr. Olmsted, the celebrated 
landscape engineer, as beiug preferable 
to the one first adopted. 

This will settle the first section of the 
boulevard, and the legislature has passed 
the bill granting Newton the necessary 
powers through most of Its various 
stages, so that there will be no questions 
arising from future acts of the city 
government. 

Boston has already begun agitating the 
widening of South street from the New- 
ton line, so that it looks now as if this 
great public improvement would soon be 
an assured thing. 

There has been a good deal of criti- 
cism at the delays of the present city 
government in carrying out auy of the 
plans before it, and some of the fault 
finding has not been altogether without 
foundation, but it takes time to carry 
through any important public improve- 
ments, and if the present city council 
■succeeds in carrying out this boul» vard 
scheme it will be a memorable event in 
the history of Newton, and they will be 
entitled to great credit, as they have 
kept pressing the scheme forward, in 
spite of many obstacles and discourage- 
ments, and also of some very unfair and 
•undeserved attacks from people whose 
schemes were not adopted. But public 
officials must expect this, and they are 
entitled to more credit when they go 
right on serving the beBt interests of the 
whole public to the uihiosc of their 
ability. It is hoped that the announce- 
ment can soon be made that work has 
begun on the boulevard. 


The project to widen Smith street 
from the Newton line to Chestnut Hill 
aveuue. Boston, is being pushed forward, 
and the Boston street com missioners gave 
a healing to the property owuers affected 
on Monday. The Bentiraeut seemed to 
be pretty unanimous that it should be 
made 120 feet wide to correspond with 
the Newton Boulevard, aud many of the 
property owners offered to give all the 
land necessary, while those who ob- 
jected, did so to secure the payment of 
damages. They all seemed to realize that 
if the land remains as at present it will 
never be developed, and that to secure 
some advantage to themselves they must 
make it wide enough to correspond with 
the other handsome streets in that vicin- 
ity, which have been so rapidly built up 
since the impiovemeuts were made. An 
occount of the hearing will be found on 
another page. 


Anothuh generous gift has been given 
to t he Newton Cottage Hospital by Mrs. 
Elizabeth T. Eldridge, in the shape of a 
check for $5,000, to endow a tree bed, 
This makes a total of $20,000 that Mrs. 
Eldridge has given to the Hospital, in 
which she hat always taken a deep inter- 
est. Her generosity is gratefully appre- 
ciated by the trustees, who know how 
urgent the need of such endowments is, 
to provide for the great work the Hospi- 
tal is doing in Newton, in oaring for the 
poor aud suffering. It is hoped that 
other citizens will be inspired by this ex- 
ample to remember the needs of the Hob. 
pital and help to remove the burden that 
is resting upon the managers, as they 
see the expenses so far in excess of the 
‘nconie. 


An interesting letter from an Armeni- 
an residing in Newton, in regard to the 
work of American missionaries in his 
country, will be found in auother page. 
He explains why, in his opinion, the 
missionaries have not met with the suc- 
cess they might have expected, had they 
paid more atteutioo to the situation ot 
affairs, aud the wishes of the people uf 
Armenia. 


Turku is some discussion over the 
selection of candid ites for mayor and 
other city officers, but thoro 1 a plenty of 
time yet to make a selection. The new 
citizens’ movement, which was inaugu- 
rated last fall, is expected to have a 
good deal of influence, unless the mem- 
bers have lost their interest in reforming 
city politics, which is somotimes done, 
even by the most zealous reformers. 

As soon as the governor signs the bill 
for the now boulevard law, a special 
meeting of the City Council will bo held 
and a new order for the lay- out adopted, 
after which work will begin at once.

$ lil rim<* Texas Cnttlmvi Vmlly Different 
From Those of tin* Present I»h.v. 

The old time cowboy is no more. Ho 
passed in his checks with the free grass 
custom. The big pasture has intro- 
duced a new order of cowboy, who sleeps 
in a house and “obeys orders” or quits. 
The old cowboy was the companion of 
his boss and shared his pleasures and 
his hardships. 

No manager in this big headquarter 
rockhouso reminded him of his inferior 
rank in society, nor did any of the mod- 
ern ranch aceessoiics mar the common 
dangers, the pleasures and the freedom 
and equality of the whilom cowboy and 
cowman. But the ranch in the olden 
time was a cottonwood loghonse to 
cook in. and for roof and protection 
from the weather the slicker was used, 
and mother earth supplied their beds. 

The broad range and the overhanging 
sky answered for house and home. A 
roundup in 1867-80 was not bounded 
by wire fences, hut the boys galloped out 
of camp utter breakfast, made a wide 
sweep, and all then drove toward a 
common center, and lo! directly at that 
point was gathered a herd of stock cat- 
tle of all brands, ready for the cut to 
begin. 

The high toned man was tabooed. I 
remember such a man appeared at the 
ranch of J. T., in Shackleford county, 
in 1869. He was a city fellow, and 
would say “Thank you” and such like. 
His intense politeness and high toned 
nonsense aggravated the boys mightily. 
Jim B. in particular — poor fellow — 
was especially fretted by his nonsense, 
as he called it, and tried to ridicule it 
out of him, but in vain. At last liis 
resentment ripened into genuine hatred 
and it was hard to keep the peace be- 
tween them, for the city fellow had 
giit too. 

Well, one morning in 1869. at Moun- 
tain pass, in Taylor county, long before 
any one lived in that section. Jiin got 
awfully mad and gave the city fellow a 
cussing, whereupon a row resulted and 
blodslied was barely prevented there 
and then. We got the city fellow to ride 
off, and it looked like peace had return- 
ed, but one hour later Jim B. and his 
amiable enemy met off at one side of 
the roundup. I happened to lie near. In 
a flash the city chap ran before Jim, 
dismounted, leveled his gun on him and 
demanded an apology or death. 

Jim jerked out two six shooters, but 
said nothing, and instantly the city 
fellow fired. Poor Jim rolled off his 
horse a dead man. I got to them just 
as Jim fell. Ho died instantly, shot 
through the heart. His slayer mounted 
his horse and “lit out.” We buried 
Jim and went on with our herd, two 
men short, but with uo discordant ele- 
ment among us. 

Such was the old way. The hoys were 
courteous and kind, they were gener- 
ous and brave, industrious and honest, 
but the}’ would not stand any high toned 
nonsense. A new era lias set in. Which 
is the better we cannot say, but one 
thing is sure — with all his faults, and 
they were munv, the old time cowboy 
was a man to bo trusted in peace or 
war and was the very soul of honor. — 
Dallas News. 


An A rmeniun Legend. 

Ararat, one of the • most majestic 
mountains iu the world, rises 17,000 
feet above the vast fiat plain which 
bears its name and reigns over the sur- 
rounding mountains. Early in the morn- 
ing, while all the valleys of Ararat and 
the neighboring mountains are buried 
in shadow, the white top of the Scrip- 
tural mountain gleams beautiful in the 
first beams of the sun.

Congress Water. 

How munv people know that out by 
the Greenough statue of Washington, 
east of the capitol, is a vast and cuv- 
ernous reservoir?

There is an overflow pipe that runs into 
the pretty little grotto below the senate 
wing at one side of tiie main sidewalk 
und tinkles over the mossy hunk in a 
miniature cascade. — Washington Post.

TRAINING BOTH HANDS ALIKE. 

$ n Good Benson Yet Advanced Why It 
Should Not ll<> Horn*. 

In one of his essays in a hook en- 
titled "Brushwood,” the late James T. 
Fields wrote: “If I were a boy again, I 
think I would learn touso my left hand 
just as freely as my right one. so that 
if anything happened to lamo either of 
them the other would bo all ready to 
write and handle things jnst as freely 
as if nothing had occurred.” And un- 
doubtedly a great many of us would 
learn to use both hands alike if wo had 
onr lives to live over again. Of all tlio 
young women who came under my in- 
struction while iu charge of tho School 
of Domestic Economy of the Iowa Ag- 
ricultural college, not more than one in 
twenty-five could sweep properly. Tho 
ratio in this respect of tl^ise who came 
under my instruction at Purdue univer- 
sity was about the same. And as far 
as my observation extends this ratio 
will hold in regard to women generally. 

As a rule, women, old and young, do 
not know how to handle a broom. Then 
/ight hands only have been trained. 
Their left hands have been neglected. 
When a women takes hold of a broom 
it is with tho right hand noar the top 
of tho handle and tho left hand toward 
the corn, and instead of changing and 
reversing them as occasion demands 
she always keeps them in tho samo po- 
sition. Whether she sweeps to tho right 
or to the left, tho position of her hands 
remains unchanged. And her body is 
contorted and her muscles strained in 
the performance of an operation that 
would exercise these organs harmonious- 
ly, if tho hands were so trained that 
they could be used at will and were 
changed as demanded by the changes in 
the position of the sweeper. 

I refer to women sweeping merely to 
illustrate my point. The same can ho 
said concerning tho training of the 
hands in numerous other branches of 
women’s work that it is unnecessary to 
mention, and so far us the use of the 
left hand is concerned men are in no 
better condition than women. Men and 
women are in this respect maimed and 
handicapped nlite. Wiiy should such 
a state of things exist? Why, in this 
age of manual training, should we over- 
look and neglect the education of tho 
left hand aud continue to train the 
right hand at the expense of the left? 
No physician or physiologist has ever 
given a sensible reason for so doing, 
and we seem to adhere to tho custom 
merely because it has been carried down 
to ns by our ancestors. — Jenness Miller 
Monthly. 


A Smuggling Scheme. 

Passing through Hudson street with 
a friend. I chanced to pass tho establish- 
ment of a firm of ’ * folders and repack- 
ers” of drygoods. Before tho door were 
a hundred or more little bales of goods, 
bearing odd markings, but showing that 
they were destined for a firm in Texas, 
doing business in a town near the Mex- 
ican line. 

“Do yon know,” asked my compan- 
ion, “why those goods are put up in 
such small packages?” 

Upon replying in tho negative he con- 
tinued : 4 4 They are to ho smuggled across 
the Mexican line. Tho goods are pur- 
chased in their original packages and 
delivered here. Tho wooden boxes are 
discarded, and the goods subjected to 
hydraulic pressure and baled. Each 
bale contains about 30 pieces, or half the 
number of an ordinary dry goods case. 

“Tho goods are then shipped to Tex- 
as, and all marks removed. When all 
is arranged, some night the little bales 
are slung across the backs of mules, 
two bales to each animal, and with an 
armed escort the train proceeds over the 
border to some distributing point in 
Mexico, where the goods are sold to Mex- 
ican traders at a good profit. 

“Smuggling in this manner is quite 
extensively carried on between this 
country and Mexico, tho United States 
getting in return for its dry goods, 
which are tho most easily handled, cheap 
Mexican coffee and cigars. ” — New York 
Heruld. 


Americu’H Only F rustless Belt. 

What is supposed to be tho only frost- 
less belt in tho United States lies be- 
tween the city of Los Angeles and the 
Pacific ocean. It traverses the foothills 
of the Cahuenga range and has an ele- 
vation of between 200 and 400 feet. In 
breadth it is perhaps three miles. The 
waters of tho Pacific are visible from 
it, and tho proximity of the ocean has 
of course something to do with banish- 
ing frosts. During tho winter season 
this tract pioduces tomatoes, peas, 
beans and other tender vegetables, and 
here the lemon flourishes, a tree that is 
peculiarly susceptible to cold. Tropical 
trees may be also cultivated with suc- 
cess, and in connection with this fact it 
iH interesting to know that a part of the 
favored territory has been acquired by 
Los Angelos for park purposes, aud it 
is only a question of time when the city 
will have the unique distinction of pos- 
sessing the only tropical park in the 
United States. Strange to say, only 
tho midway region of tho Cahuenga 
range is free from trust, the lower part 
of tho valley being occasionally visited. 
—New York Evening Post.
